If you hesitate to join the millions of 


North Americans who have been 


caught up in the camping craze be- 
cause you're afraid of the wilds, forget 
it. According to N.S.C.’s Family Safe- 
ty magazine, you're probably as safe 
in a typical campsite as are at 
home—maybe safer, after you make a 
few simple adjustments. 

The Ontario Safety League says that 
the biggest danger on a family camping 
trip is the same as back home—the car 
crash. Next to motor vehicles, the 
biggest accident causer is the man- 
made fire. And statistically, the most 
dangerous beast in the wilderness is 
your fellow camper’s dog. 

Camping is fun, and provides a most 
economical holiday. And Ontario has 
many beautiful provincial parks for 
camping. To enjoy your outing to the 
fullest, however, you'll need to prepare 
for the trip and see that all persons in 
your party observe camp safety pre- 
cautions. Here are some pointers: 

Leave early and plan to arrive at the 
camp site several hours before dark- 
ness, without having to rush along the 
way. Arriving in early afternoon re- 
duces the initial confusion of settling 
in. There’s greater chance of some- 
one to get lost or hurt when camp is 
being set up in a rush. J 

Check the area for natural hazards.

Cars Change — 


A periodic analytical survey by Do- 
mniion Automobile Association re- 
veals some interesting facts on the 
frequency of breakdowns and their 
causes, comparing automobiles of the 
60's with their ancestors in the 30’s. 


Figures released by Mr. W. S. Chal- 
mers, Manager, Members Services Diy- 
ision of the Association, showed that as 
autos grew more complex, service calls 
shifted in yolume from fire troubles to 
electrical failure. In the 60’s failures 
of batteries, ignition or other electrical 
gadgetry topped the requests for rem- 
edial attention with an average of 51% 
of all calls. Tires, on the other hand, 
which accounted for a whopping 60% 
of all calls in the 30’s now account for 
a modest 18% of the total. 


While cars have changed, people ap- 
parently have not. The frequency of 
hapless motorists who lock their keys 
in their cars has remained constant 
through the years. The 60’s motorist 
is no more alert than his red-faced 
counterpart of the 30’s in such a pre- 
dicament, and he still contributes a- 
bout .1% to total road service calls. 


Bigger gas tanks and more filling 
stations in the 60’s have had their effec 
on the frequency of calls for “out of 
gassers” which now account for less 
than 2% of service calls, as compared 
to 4% in the 30's. 


Another interesting sidelight of the 
Survey was the story on the frequency 
of Road Service Callsfor vehicles im- 
obilized by heavy snow, where the 40's 
giant with all its extra power, runs far 
behind the 30’s Model “A” Ford in its 
ability to get itself out of a snowbank.

Park officials can advise you if there 
are dangerous bodies of water nearby, 
troublesome animals, poison ivy. 

Locate the campfire safely away 
from the tent and any other combusti- 
bles. Keep the fire small. Neyer go 
away and leave a fire furning. Douse 
it thoroughly before leaving. 

Keep naphtha etc. stored in metal 
containers, safely segregated from the 
campfire, and from children. 

Don’t use, and don’t give the chil- 
dren, alightweight axe with a “toy” 
handle. A proper axe is more useful, 
less dangerous. 

Neyer leave food in your tent or in 
the open when you're away. Wrap it 
and keep it in the cooler, or car trunk. 
Otherwise you may find some wildlife 
pests added to your family when you 
return. 

If there’s no garbage receptacle, 
throw empty food and drink cans in 
your campfire to destroy all taste and 
smell. But do not incinerate any kind 
of pressure can. 

A storm in the woods can be alarm- 
ing. But if your tent is correctly 
pitched—not out in the open or snug- 
gled beside the tallest tree in the forest, 
you've little to fear from lightning. If 
you sit in the car until the storm ends, 
you can feel even safer, says the On- 
tatio Safety League; and, perhaps, dry- 
er.

products of the corn plant. He 
said one man discovered the 
cosmetic value of corn dust 
when he observed the radiant 
complexion of the men work- 
“He gathered 
the dust and bought it at $60 


said the speaker, adding that 
sausage casings are now made 
from the corn plant, shoe pol- 
ish is another by-product he 
said. 

Mr. Morris told his audience 
that a farmer must produce 
nine tons of hay per acre to 
compete with corn. He said 
corn is now considered to be 
a soil builder and need not be 
rotated in the seeding pro- 
gramme. He said farmers 
cannot afford to grow their 
own protein, but by proper 
use of fertilizer and silage ad- 
ditives tremendous crops of 
corn, a balanced feed may be 
harvested year after year. 

The speaker said farmers in 
general have three times as 
much money invested in ma- 
chinery as is necessary. He 
said corn silage and barley sil- 
age is the answer. “They lend 
themselves best to automa- 
tion.” He said the one piece 
of equipment most necessary 
to the beef raising industry is 
one silo. “Build it 60 feet, not 
high but wide,” he advised. 

“One silo, one crop, one 
button, one man, and a balan- 
ced feed will produce your 
beef,” stated the speaker, 
“and save the money now in- 
vested in equipment to har- 
vest other crops.” 

He. said the present day 
farmer cannot afford to grow 
his own nitrogen by rotating 
crops. “That way it costs 75c 
a pound, compared to 10c a 
ton for phosphate and 80c a 
ton for calrea.” 

The speaker stressed using 
the whole corn plant. He said 
knernel corn would have to 
come down to 54c a bushel, 
compared to $1.46 now, be-! 
fore it becomes economical 
feed. “We can produce more 


the whole plant and use the 
best machinery in the coun- 
try, a new big silo,” he said. 

Mr. Moris said it is much 
easier to balance feed with 


tives than any other crop. He} 
said a new machine is just} 
over the horizon that will har-| 
vest all crops, blow it into| 
the silo, and it can be fed| 
there without touching by the 
human hand. “Blisters are 
caused by handling the feed 
too many times,” he said. 

The speaker said experi- 
ments are now being conduct- 
ed in feeding beef cattle with 
tranquilizer pills to quiet the 
cattle and let the feed pass 
through the digestion tracts 
more slowly, and realize more | 
gain, 

In concluding, Mr. Morris|

They will pay tribute to an- 
cestors who risked death if

COMMITTEE TO STUDY REQUEST TO 
BAN PAMPHLETS ON PARKED CARS 


A letter from the Lindsay 
Board of Health asking Coun- 
cil to pass legislation prohi- 
biting the placing of advertis- 
ing material under windshield 
wipers on parked cars, was 
referred to the Board of 
Works Advisory Committee 
at Monday’s Council meeting, 


Town Clerk W. B. Bates 
told Council members there 
was no specified legislation to 
authorize the passing of a by- 
law that would prohibit this 
type of advertising, and Coun- 
cillor Dr. Hollows, who had 
moved that the letter be filed, 
said the reason he wanted the 
letter filed was because he 
felt there was nothing Coun- 
cil could do about the matter 
“if our authorities are cor- 
rect”, 

Councillor Russell Beaton 
spoke in favour of the letter. 
He said he thought the letter 
had a certain amount of merit. 
“One has only to go uptown 
on Friday or Saturday night 
to see the litter.” He said one 
person picked up over 30 pam- 


nhlets which had been dis- 
carded in one parking lot in 
one evening. 


“It's a matter of good house- 


keeping,” he said. “I am not 
questioning the merit of this 
type of advertising, but on 
the other hand we must do 
something to curtail the litter- 
ing of our parking lots and 
streets,” Councillor Beaton 
said. 


Councillor Beaton noted that 
street garbage receptacles are 
maintained by the Board of 
Works, and moved the letter 
be referred to the Board of 
Works Advisory Committee 
for study and report to coun- 
cil.

Empty Seats in the House 


Do you remember the question 
“What is an MP worth?”. It was asked 
by many at the time of the pay rise for 
M.P.s in Ottawa. Most people agree 
with the argument that if good men 
were to be attracted from the other 
professions into Parliament, better pay 
was necessary ... and so pay was rais- 
ed to $18,000, some of it tax free and 
other benefits were granted. 

It is reasonable for the people of 
Canada to assume that members of 
the house sought the position, are paid 
to be in the House and should be there. 
On Tuesday, one hundred and twenty- 
three empty seats in the Commons 
showed the calibre of our representa- 
tives. No doubt some were away for 
legitimate reasons but many were just 
away from the House. 


Last Friday, while the chamber was 
studying the spending of millions of 
dollars attendance dropped to 16 — 
less than the quorum of 20 needed to 
keep Parliament open. If someone 
had challenged the power of Parlia- 
ment to remain in session, the Speaker 
would have slowly called the roll, and 
MPs would have appeared from other 
places to make the quorum. 


New Democrat Stanley Knowles said 
“T suspect, that all the things that have 
been happening to and in Parliament 
are haying an unconscious effect on 


members and this is increasing the 
tendency to stay away. But this isn’t 
the answer to the situation in Parlia- 
ment. I think that members sought to 
get here, and are paid to be here, and 
should be here.” 

Socred leader Robert Thompson said 
the real offenders are the Liberals with 
the Tories second. There were times 
last week when there was not a min- 
{ster of the government in the chamber. 
At other times, the three front benches 
of the Conservative benches were 
empty. 

In committees too, the Government 
is the main offender, the opposition 
members having a far better attend- 
ance record than the Government: 
Tuesday the agriculture committee 
was unable to sit because of the lack 
of a quorum—only 10 of the 45 memb- 
ers of the committee were present, five 
short of a quorum. 

“The best form of government is 
government by good men”, said Plato. 
Today we have a weak, irresolute and 
listless parliament. 

The member of parliament owes the 
country “his unbiased opinion, his ma- 
ture judgement, and his enlightened 
conscience”, said Edmund Burke in 
1774. Members continually absent are 
not honestly discharging their respon- 
sibilities to the citizens that elected 
them to the high office they hold. 


When do wie reach the Safety Margin? 


The latest to sound the warning of 
the consequences of uncontrolled popu- 
lation growth is Prof. A. 5- Parkes, of 
Cambridge. In time, at the current 
rate of reproduction, he stated in an 
address to Cornell University, the 
world would be crowded to the point 
that there would be standing room 
only. “In 200 years, to be precise, 
there would be one hundred and fifty 
billion people,” he said. 

Very clearly, the current rate of re- 
production is going to be changed, by 
some means or other, long before that. 
To attempt to envision a world with 
even five times, let alone fifty times, 
the present population is to enter the 
realm of the absurd. 

Man is but one form of life that nev- 
er reaches the utmost mathematical 
limit of reproduction. A single pair of 
houseflies could, in theory, progeny in 
the course of one season to the num- 
ber of 191 followed by 18 zeros, but 
there are predators and food deficienc- 
ies and so on to take account of, and 
the theoretically possible never comes 
about. 

But that is cold comfort, if any com- 
fort at all, because man can control his 
environment to some extent, as flies 
cannot, and he is not at the mercy of 
predators. He is already uncomfort- 
ably close to the point at which he is 


over-taxing the supporting power of 
his environment. The brakes on pop- 
ulation growth in the past were famine, 
pestilence and war. JEnlightened 
thought today works to make an end 
of all three. The nearer we come to 
success in that endeavor, the more ur- 
gent it is that we impose deliberate 
checks on population growth, and do it 
soon. 

The earth can support more people, 
but there will come a point at which 
it will be possible to do so only at the 
expense of the “quality of living,” aud 
a later point at which biological forces 
will make a decision if man hasn’t 

Prof. Parkes thinks the world’s pres- 
ent population is big enough. Families 
averaging two and one-half children 
would be large enough to maintain the 
present level. The near point of the 
margin of safety is in sight, even now.

New Boy in Parliament 


In Britain’s Parliament (recently re- 
turned with a large Labour majority) 
a number of Members entered the 
House of Commons for the first time. 
What are the first few weeks life, after 
their triumph at the polls? In one 
of the talks on the British Parliament- 
ary system broadcast in the BBC World 
Service just before the General Elec- 
tion, Nigel Nicolson,a former Conser- 
vative Member of Parliament, recalled 
the feeling of being a new boy at 
school who did not know the rules, and 
the nervous dread of losing one’s way 
in the yast building, of saying the wrong 
thing, sitting in the wrong seat, or even 
voting in the wrong lobby by mistake. 

But unlike school, he said, it was the 
tradition of the House that the new 
boy got all the privileges. For example, 
on that most alarming occasion, the 
making of his first, or ‘maiden’ speech, 
the new Member could be assured of 
being heard in attentive silence- 


Many Members never quite got over 
their nervousness in addressing the 
House, even if they were brilliant plat- 
form orators outside it.“ Lloyd George, 
probably the most dynamic speaker of 
this country, said he never rose in the 
House of Commons without his knees 
knocking together.” 

The shape of the Chamber, with its 
two banks of benches facing each 
other across a narrow aisle, meant that 
the Member had his back to those who 
agreed with him and faced the massed 
ranks of his opponents. Speaking from 
Where he sat, with no rostrum to give 
him confidence, he knew that every 
word was being taken down by the of- 
ficial reporter and would be printed in 
Hansard that night, and that his aud-

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ience was made up of experts on the 


subject and in parliamentary debate. 
“Most of them are longing for you to 


sit down so that they can start talking 
themselves.” 


The very courtesy extended to the 
new Member intensified the strain, 
sometimes to breaking point. For in- 
stance, the present Lord Salisbury, who 
became the master of every Parliamen- 
try art, had lost the thread of his maid- 
en speech after three sentences and 
had to sit down, “to a murmur of sym- 
pathetic cheers.” The House made 
every allowance for a poor debut, and 
after a General Hlection there was al- 


ways an additional friendliness in the 
air. 


“What struck me most about my first 
few days,” said Mr. Nicolson, “was how 
easy it was to get on terms of familiar- 
ity with very famous men. They seek 
you out to see what you are like.” For 
instance, in his first days he had always 
had tea in the tearoom as being less in- 
timidating than the smoking room, 
where the ‘big guns’ gathered. “One 
day I opened the evening paper as I 
sipped my tea, and began reading a 
Speech by Mr. Dulles replying to a 
highly critical attack that Mr. Attlee 
had made on United States policy the 
day before. The main headline was 
DULLES FLAYS ATTLER. A small 
figure suddenly slipped into the chair 
opposite me. It was Attlee himself. 
‘How curious it is’, he said, reading the 
headline upside down, ‘that they would 
never think of putting ATTLE FLAYS 
DULLES.’ And then we began to talk 
—he the leader of the Opposition and 
ex-Prime Minister, and I the newest and 
most insignificant of the Conservative 
back-benchers, It was typical of him

How to cope with a freeway 


The modern superhighway can make 
driving a 60-mile-an-hour breeze, but 
the ordeal of getting on and off these 
engineering marvels can give a motor- 
ist nightmares - - unless he knows how 
to do it. 

The multi-lane, high-speed road - - 
variously called a freeway, expressway, 
thruway, turnpike or, in Quebec, an 
autoroute - - may sport from 2 to 8 
lanes of fast-moving heavy traffic. 

The uninstructed motorist, approach- 
ing the superhighway is often confront- 
ed by a maze of entrances and exits, 
which seems specifically designed to 
confuse him. Some Californians, for 
example, will swear you can get lost for 
days on the Los Angeles Freeway. An 
exaggeration, of course, but it points up 
how easily the unwary driver can blun- 
der into dismaying, dangerous and, 
sometimes, disastrous situations on to- 
day’s super-roads. 

For this reason the Canadian Under- 
writers’ Association has come up with 
some advice for the bewildered driver 
on how to get on the road and into traf- 
fic smoothly and then off the road a- 
gain.—safely. 

The Association advises that when 
you set out to travel over a superhigh- 
way: 

—Know in advance the entrance or 
interchange you want to use. 

—Keep a careful watch for direction- 
al signs, especially when travelling on 
unfamiliar roads. 

—Watch for instructions as to the 
proper lane for approaching the en- 
trance. 

—Know in advance your desired di- 
rection of travel so you don’t end up in 
the wrong direction. 

—If you do make a mistake, don’t 
cross a median strip or attempt a U 
turn. Continue to the next exit and 
enter again by the correct ramp. 

Having approached the superhigh- 
way properly, you will have the prob- 
lem of melting into all that swiftly 
moving traffic. The C.U.A. has this 
advice: 


—Avoid a full stop, if at all possible, 
on entering the highway. Instead try 
to merge your vehicle smoothly into 
the traffic flow. Stop only if traffic 
will not permit a safe merging. 

—As you move along the approach 
ramp estimate the speed of the flow- 
ing traffic and plan your entrance for 
a break in the flow. 

—Always signal and keep signalling 
until you move into the traffic flow. 

—Increase your speed as you enter 
so other cars on the road don’t have to 
brake to permit your merging with the 
traffic. 

—Once you have merged with the 
traffic, stay alert to traffic on all sides. 
When you pass another approach ramp, 
courteously permit other cars on the 
approach ramp fo merge smoothly 
with the traffic. The good driver will 
slizhtly reduce his own speed to permit 
another car to move safely onto the 
road. 

Having found your way safely onto 
the superhighway, you still must face 
the problem of exiting from the road. 
When preparing to exit, says the Asso- 
ciation: 

—wWatch for a sign advising the dis- 
tance to your exit and allow at least 
two miles for making lane adjustments. 
Remember, at 60-miles-an-hour you'll 
reach your exit in two minutes. 

—Be alert for signs directing you to 
the proper lane for your exit. Remem- 
ber to signal all lane changes. Check 
your mirrors. Watch for blind spots 
as you switch over. 

—As you approach the exit, slow 
down very gradually until you have 
reached the deceleration lane. Again re- 
duce your speed to the posted limit as 
you move onto the exit ramp. Re- 
member to readjust to slower traffic 
patterns, pedestrians, traffic lights, 
sidestreets, and parked vehicles, after 
you've left the super road. 

Following the C.U.A.’s advice can re- 
sult in easing the ordeal and lessening 


the dangers of driving the superhigh- 
ways. 


Life Saver 


A good life jacket, correctly used and 
roperly cared for will help save the life 
of a potential drowning victim. 

To be a good life jacket, it must meet 
the specifications set by the Depart- 
ment of Transport, Ottawa.

With good care, a life jacket should 
last from six to ten years, perhaps long- 
er. In any case, it should be tested 
periodically to see that it still has it 
buoyancy properties. 


The most important point about a 
life jacket is that it can’t help save a 
life if its stuffed out of the way under 
the hull of a boat or if it’s been left on 
shore. You have to wear it.

Q. How can I clean plaster- 
of-paris statuary? 

A. Smear a thick paste of 
laundry starch and water over 
every part, allow to dry thor- 
oughly, then brushing off the 
dry stuff. 

Q. How can I remove cho- 
colate stains from unwashable 
fabrics? 

A. First, dissolve the grease 
in the stain by sponging with 
carbon tetrachloride. Dry 
thoroughly, then sponge with 
warm water, and dust with 
powdered pepsin. Work the 
powder into the cloth carefully, 
let it remain for a half-hour or 
longer, then sponge off with 
water.

PUBLIC VS PRIVATE HOUSING IS REAL 
ISSUE-NOT MARYKNOLL PARK—TAYLOR 


Lindsay building contractor 
Russell Taylor, proprietor of 
Kawartha Construction, has 
asked “The Post” to publish 
the background history of the 
Maryknoll subdivision and the 
subsequent sale and resale of 
Jands in order to correct the 
implications contained in a 
letter to Lindsay Council from 
Mr. L. Timmons, of 37 Mary- 
knoll Avenue, a copy of which 
was printed in the Lindsay 
Daily Post on Thursday, 

The history of the develop- 
ment reveals that, in the inter- 
est of additional good housing, 
Kawartha Construction Com- 
pany participated in the de- 
velopment of the Maryknoll 
lands by the erection of 19 
Tesidences in the area, 

The Maryknoll Building Co- 
Operative was required by the 
Act to provide five percent of 
the Jand area, or cash in lieu 
of, for conimunity park pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Taylor said the policy 
of the Lindsay Parks Board of 
insisting on’ cash contributions 
to assist in the development 
of’ existing parks has been 
confirmed, because it is not 
practical 
sandlot parks on their one 
mill budget. Mr.-Taylor said 
that at a recent meeting, the 
Town Council were notified 
by the Parks Board that the 
five percent area in Maryknoll 
subdivision would be sold and 
the funds used to enlarge the 
existing parks. 

In reply to a question as to 
what is the real issue, Mr, 
Taylor replied that the true 
issue is plainly public housing 
versus private ownership. 

Continuing, Mr. Taylor said 
it is frustrating to many pri- 
vate home owners to witness 
the order of the day by senior 
levels of government, that

to maintain small! 


they are obliged by taxation 
to participate in the subsidiz- 
ing of public housing, “Public 
housing,” he said, “is amortiz- 
ed over a 50 year plan, and is 
replacing the responsible citi- 
zen who endeayours to pro- 
vide his own housing on a 20 
year plan.” 

“All citizens have the right 
to voice objection to public 
housing,” Mr. Taylor stated, 
and continued ‘“T personally 
do not approve of fostering 
class distinction, and it is not 
necessary to use children in 
sandlots in the process.” 

Mr. Taylor said recently a 
Toronto housing authority 
stated that 50 percent of the 
Metro Toronto area could qua- 
lify for subsidized public 
housing. He said the appraisal 
was made on the basis of the 
earning power of the popu- 
lace, and by the same: yard- 
stick, a much higher percent- 
age in Lindsay could qualify. 

Mr. Taylor said that with- 
out a doubt the private pro- 
perty owner is fighting a los- 
ing battle. “Unless govern- 
ment housing . policy alters 
there will be positively no in- 
centive for home ownership 
and many individuals now 
Struggling to pay for their 
homes might be well advised 
to participate in the benefits 
of public housing”. 

Mr. Taylor said the lack of 
rental housing to a great ex- 
tent is due to the abuse that 
has been heaped upon private 
developers by all levels of 
would-be politicians who posi- 
tively are not acquainted with 
the true facts, and possibly 
are not interested. 

“Regarding the holding of 
the Lindsay Parks Board in 
the Maryknoll subdivision, if 
the concerned individuals 
would prefer private housing, 


( 


the land would be readily 
available providing the finan- 
cial consideration is met, The 
families that live in public 
rental housing are respectable 
citizens who in many instan- 
ces are unable to accrue suf- 
ficient funds to build private- 
ly. It is also possible a good 
percentage of these residents 
are just a wee bit brighter 
than the rest of us who under- 
take to carry the tax burden 
and the high mortgage inter- 
est plunder in an endeavour 
to be independent,” Mr. Tay- 
lor concluded, 


In connection with the alle- 
gations contained in Mr, Tim- 
mons letter that “the location 
of these park lots was changed 
once from the centre of Ka- 
wartha/Maryknoll to satisfy a 
local house builder in the 
building of houses on Kawar- 
tha Drive”, Mr. Taylor said he 
acquired the land on the open 
market from an assembly of 
individual owners who had 
participated in the erection of 
the first 16 co - operative 
houses and that there was no 
manipulation as suggested in 
Mr, Timmons letter. Mr. Tay- 
lor said other members of the 
Co-operative who did not ob- 
tain a house in the first draw, 
received a building lot, which 
many later sold. 


The transfer of parklands 
was made by the co-operative 
to the municipality as requir- 
ed in the Act, prior to the sale 
of any lots by individual own- 
ers, he said.

Women are better equipped 
both to ask and to answer cen- 
sus questions and across Can- 
ada about 60 percent of the 
census-takers hired for the 
1966 enumeration will be 
women says the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, 

In the Lindsay area 88 per- 

cent, or 22 of 25 census-takers 
will be women. Starting June 
2 they will go from house to 
house in Lindsay, Omemee, 
Emily Township and Ops 
Township collecting informa- 
tion for the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. 
The DBS says women are 
more likely available for the 
census-taking and often are 
psychologically oriented bet- 
ter than men for this type of 
job. 

Generally speaking, for the 
population census, the women 
are better qualified to answer 
the questions about the family 
— say for example, the ages 
of the children. And in the 
Farm Census, many of the 
farmer’s women folk would 
either be able to hand over 
the already completed form, 
or would probably be quali- 
fied to answer the census- 
taker’s questions. 

According to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, women 
interviewed alone are most 
likely to accurately state their 
ages. A DBS report says cases 
are known where women have 


_|offered incorrect information 


to the census-taker and later 
contacted the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics to correct the 
item and giving as a reason 
for the inaccuracy: “I didn’t 
want my husband to know my 
age.” 

The census-taking in the 
Lindsay area is expected to 
last about 12 days and it will 
cost taxpayers almost 50 cents 
in taxes for the privilege of 
being counted, tabulated and 
published in the form of the 
1966 census.

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BOBCAYGEON MAN GIVEN JAIL TERM 
FOR CAR THEFT; DANGEROUS DRIVING 


A 28-year-old Bobcaygeon 
man. Jeffrey Oliver Horsley, 
was sentenced to six months 
in jail for car theft and 80 
days for dangerous driving af- 
ter he pleaded guilty to the 
charges in Lindsay Magis- 
trate’s court today. 

Horsley was given a three- 
month definite and three- 
month indeterminate sentence 
on one count of auto theft and 
a second was withdrawn. 

Bobcaygeon Police Chief 
Laurie James said he received 
information about 3;30 p.m. 
on May 15 that a car had been 
stolen in Bobcaygeon and was 
Jast seen in the Nogies’ Creek 
area, 

Chief James said he saw the 
car travelling northbound and 
it turned east on Highway 36. 
The chief said he pursued the 
vehicle at 100 miles per hour 
for six miles and then two 
miles up on Highway 507. He 
said the vehicle turned around 
on Highway 507 and he turn- 
ed around and gave chase but 
the car disappeared. 

Chief James told the court 
he later found the car aban- 
doned about 28 miles north of 
Bobeaygeon. 

Peterboro OPP Constable 
Donald Irwin said the car was 
abandoned on Highway 507, 


near the Victoria - Peterboro | 
County line. He said the ac- 
cused had taken another vehi- 
cle owned by a cottager in the 
area and he and Bobcaygeon 
Constable Herbert Jolly con- 
tinued the chase. 

Constable Irwin said when 
the vehicle, a station wagon, 
was taken there had been an 
outboard motor on the tail- 
gate and a boat loose on the 
roof, He said the motor fell 
off the vehicle when it started 
up and he found the boat 
about a mile from where the 
car had been taken. 

He said when he finally

Youths fined following accident 


Fines totalling $200 were 
levied against a 19-year-old 
Toronto youth, Colin William 
Tripp after he was convicted in 
Lindsay Magistrate's court on 
Thursday of careless driving, 
driving while his license was 
under suspension and obtain- 
ing liquor while under age. 

A passenger in the car driy- 
en by Tripp, 45-year-old Clay- 
ton Hunt of Toronto was fined 
$100 and costs for having li- 
quor in a place other than his 
residence and a charge of per- 
mitting an unlicensed person 
to drive was dismissed. 

A witness, Ronald Henwood, 
said he was westbound on 
Highway 7 just east of Ome- 
mee, on March 19, when a car 
passed him and pulled be- 
tween his vehicle and another 
car, He said the lead car made 
a right turn and the car ahead 
of him continued on. 

Mr. Henwood said he saw 
the car veer to the right, and 
then go back onto the road, 
and then veer again and stop 
moving. 

He said when he approach- 
ed the vehicle he found it had 
crashed into a tree and the 
two occupants of the vehicle 
were injured. 

Lindsay OPP Constable Ed- 
ward Flynn said the occupants 
of the car were taken to Lind- 
hospital by ambulance. 

Constable Flynn said the 
car had sideswiped a tree and 
crashed into another tree head 
on. He estimated damage to 
the vehicle at $1,000. 

The Constable said he found 
an open bottle of liquor near 
the vehicle and inside were 
two plastic cups. 

The accused told the court 


he applied his brakes because 
of another vehicle in front of 
him and went into a skid. He 
said he accelerated to try to 
overcome the skid, but the car 
went out of control and crash- 
ed. 

The accused told the court 
his license was suspended in 
1964 and he could have had 
it back if he paid the unsatis- 
fiel judgement fund fees.

thyroid. A recent protein- 
bound-iodine test shows that I 
have an overactive gland. 1| 
have not returned for treat- 
ments because J am afraid my 
doctor may suggest operation. 
Would you please write about 
it?-Mrs. D. 

Comment: As goes the thy- 
roid, so go we. If it throws out 
an abnormally lean mixture 
of thyroid extract (insufficient 
in amount) we have what is 
called hypothyroidism, or un- 
deractive gland. 

If it throws out too rich a 
mixture (too much thyroid sec- 
retion) we have hyperthyro- 
idism (overactive thyroid). 
Whether slightly overactive 
or greatly overactive, once the 
diagnosis is made, the patient 
should put himself in the 
hands of his doctor. 

Some patients complain only 
of nervousness and palpi- 
tation. Others have the com- 
mon syndrome: rapid pulse, 
palpitation, nervousness, tre- 
mor of fingers, loss of weight, 
weakness in the leg muscles on 
climbing stairs, diarrhea, ex- 
cessive appetite. 

Be thankful the correct diag- 
nosis has been made. Too 
many people go through lite 
thinking they suffer from 
‘nerves’ whereas the real 
cause is an overactive thy- 
roid. Treatment varies. Some- 
times special medicines will 
take care of it. At other times, 
radioactive iodine treatments 
But most usually, operation 
is the most effective treatment

SET OFF THE PAIN 

If you could lisen to 100 an: 
gina patients, chances are that 
they would agree with either 
patient No. 1, 2 and 3. Excite- 
ment, walking, overeating, 
singly or in combination, set 
off the pain of angina pectoris. 

Undoubtedly, the treatment 
of angina should begin long 
before the actual symptoms 
occur. If you are overweight, 
cut down. If you smoke, cut 
out. If your cholesterol read- 
ing is high, cut out fats in 
large amounts. 

If there’s a history of coron- 
ary or stroke or kidney 
trouble in your immediate 
family, take advantage of peri- 
odic health examinations 
which will include electrocar- 
diographic studies. If your 
blood pressure is high, let your 
doctor give you the advantage 
of the excellent modern medi- 
cines which help control it so 
so well. 

If you live in tension, cut 
down. If you relish arguments 
and emotional turmoil, learn 
to cut out. 

Its the early prevention 
and treatment of coronary dis- 
ease which is all important.) .

MAKE MEMO OF 
QUESTIONS YOU WANT 
TO ASK DOCTOR? 

Not too long ago I wrote a 
column called ‘Write It Down’. 
So many readers had com- 
plained that they don’t get 
everywhere they should out of 
a visit to the doctor because 
they forget to ask pertinent 
questions. J said there is a 
simple solution; Carry pad and 
pencil as essential material, 
Write down your questions be- 
fore you get to the office; and 
write down his suggestions 
after he has examined you. 

In that way you leave little 
room for misunderstanding. 
You do not arrive home frus- 
trated: “Why did I forget to 
tell him about—” or “Just how 
did he say I was to take my 
medicine?” or “Am I supppos- 
ed to take a nip of alcohol be- 
fore dinner or quit entirely?” 

In my experience~gained in 
my own practice and after dis- 
cussing it with colleagues-- 
millions of dollars of good ad- 
vice are lost every year in doc- 
tors’ offices simply because 
the patient forgot what the 
doctor said. I hope these few 
columns will give you the 
needed push to get into the 
pen-and-pad habit, Here is a 
letter from one who has recog- 
nized its value. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; Your 
column regarding lack of 
frank and open talk with our 
doctors seems to have over- 
looked one important point- 
the difficulty some of us have 
in telling facts when the sub- 
ject is “me”. It is probably 
a form of self-consciousness 
but it does exist. 
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FORGETS IMPORTANT 
ITEMS 

Our family doctor is also a 
close friend, And I have many 
reasons to think that techni- 
cally and professionally he is 
all one could want in a doctor. 
Yet, on many occasions I have 
forgotten to tell him about 
some important matter. And 
almost invariably, I forget to 
ask for a prescrpition renew- 
al. Yet I have the reputation 
of having an exceptional mem- 
ory. 

Neither has it been a case 
of office rush. (Heavens 
knows that he spends too much 
time on my visits.) His office 
is always orderly and neat and 
in good taste, and his nurses 
have been extremely friendly 
and J have never had-to worry 
about bills. Under such cir- 
cumstances there’s no reason 
why I shouldn’t remember to 
tell and ask everything that is 
on my mind. 

I used to wonder why I was 


always forgetting things in 
the presence of doctors, but 
not anywhere else. It must be 
that most of us dislike talking 
about our intimate selyes. In 
time it becomes so ingrained 
in our nature that we uncon- 
scientiously preclude personal 
references. 

Many other patients must 
be like me in this matter. At 
least I solyed the problem my- 
self, by making advance notes 
of things I wanted to point out, 
then checking them off as we 
discussed them. And by tak- 
ing notes of what my doctor 
said to me. Surely, I would 
still be a forgetful ‘clam’ had I

ALCOHOL INJECTIONS 
RELIEVE PAINS FROM 
TIC DOULOUREUX 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
is tic douloureux? Do alcohol 
injections help? Mr. 0. 

Comment: It is actually a neu- 
ralgia of the trigeminal nerve. 
There are severe, excuciating 
pains along the cotirse of the 
nerve which supplies the eye 
region, cheek and lower jaw. 
These pains come on in sudden 
attacks. 

It occurs most often in the 
elderly and the actual cause is 
often unknown. Sometimes 
eating, talking, or exposure to 
a slight draft may be the trig- 
gering mechanisms which set 
off these almost unbearable 
shocks of pain. At other times, 
they come on without any ap- 
parent reason. 

In answer to your question 
about the value of alcohol in- 
jections, I'll give you the es- 
sence of what I have been read- 
ing in “Review of Modern Me- 
dicine,” which summarizes the 
results of their treatment of 
such patients with alcohol in- 
jections. (Drs. Arthur Ecker 
and Theodore Perl of the 
State University of New York 
Upstate Medical Center, Syra- 
cuse.) 

They found that “precise in- 
jection of alcohol near the 
junction of the gasserian gang- 
lion and its posterior root us- 
ually relieves trigeminal neur- 
algia. The injection is per- 
formed in the outpatient de- 
partment under local anes- 
thesia and takes about two 
hours. Relief of pain is usual- 
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more than. one injection. Al- 
cohol injection relieved pain in 
all of 188 patients with tic 
douloureux. Of 111 patients 
followed up for one year or 
more, three had recurrent 
pain, one had reduced visual 
acuity from a corneal (eye) 
scar, and 10 had distressing 
paresthesias (numbness, etc.) 
Among 68 patients followed 
up for three to eight years, 49 
had remained free from pain 
after one injection. A second 
injection was needed in 19 pa- 
tients, Most of the patients 
were elderly and many were 
poor surgical risks.”

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Life Saving Tips 


There are about 1,200 drownings in 
Ganada each year. What with in- 
creased water recreational activity, no 
one can be sure that he won't be 
called upon to save the life of a drown- 
ing person. 

The Royal Life Saving Society has a 
saying that is an excellent quide to try- 
ing to decide what to do if you en- 
counter a water tragedy happening be- 
fore your eyes, “Whomsoever you 
see in distress, recognize him as a fel- 
low man” but; Reach first, Throw sec- 
ond, Row third, and Go and Tow last.! 

This means to try the rescue first by 
using a reaching assist like a long 
stick, a towel, a paddle or an oar. If 
this isn’t feasible, throw a heaving line, 
a ring buoy or at least some large 
floating object the victim can hang 


on to to stay up. The third method is 
to go out to the victim in a boat and 
use a reaching assist from the boat. 
The last resort, which should only be 
attempted by well trained people, is to 
swim out and tow the victim in. 

There are well thought out safety 
Measures to preyent a would-be res- 
cuer from becoming a second drowning 
yictim. The Canadian Red Cross and 
the Royal Life Saving Societies both 
point out that just learning to swim is 
not enough these days. It’s necessary 
to learn the skills involyed in helping 
others as well as yourself. And when- 
eyer you're near the water, keep a 
third ear and third eye tuned and focus- 
sed for someone in distress.

Safety Week in Canada. 


Jet-Age Turbo-tr ains 


Toronto, Ontario — Jet-age trains 
streaking at speeds up to 160 miles an 
hour between Toronto and Montreal 
will be introduced next year by Canad- 
jan National Railways. 

The gas turbine-powered trains will 
be in operation in time for Canada’s 
‘Expo °67” in Montreal, largest inter- 
national fair ever staged. 

The new speedsters — three a day 
each way—will cut trip time between 
the two cities to less than three hours. 

The turbotrains willl hit a top speed 
of 160 mph and average 120 on the 325- 
mile run. CNR is negotiating with un- 
ion leaders to run it non-stop. 

Lightweight engines allow the train 
to accelerate from 0 to 100 miles an 
hour in 45 seconds. 

The aluminum cars bank as they go 
around curves to prevent passengers 
being slung against the sides by centri- 
fugal force. 

Each car is about two feet lower than 
convential trains and their doors will 
seal shut to maintain an even air pres- 
sure.

A Toronto angler is sharing the 
secret of his fishing prowess and, as a 
result, a stinky brew will probably soon 
be simmering on many a kitchen 
range. 

Frank Nemethy douses his worms 
with a special home-made spray. 
What’s more, he’s willing to let fel- 
low-fishermen in on his discovery. 

It really works, too. One day early 
in May, Frank returned home with his 
limit of five rainbow trout and had 
every reason to be pleased. 

Caught in fast water of a Newcastle 
district stream some 45 miles east of 
Toronto on Lake Ontario, one of the 
rainbows weighed six pounds four 
ounces. the next best was five pounds 
one ounce and the third an even 3%4 
pounds.

“T spray the worm with fish roe. The 
smell brings them to the bait.”

These rail scatliners, to be in service 
next spring, will each carry 325 passen- 
gers. Because they have power units 
and drivers’ cabs at each end, they 
don’t have to take time out between 
runs to turn around. 

The trains are powered by seven 450- 
horsepower turbine engines. Three 
engines are at each end in the power 
unit and one provides auxiliary power 
for electricity and air-conditioning un- 
its. 

Operation will be almost automatic.

A special roadbedwill be constructed 
with welded rails and concrete ties to 
handle the trains, to be supplied by Un- 
ited Aircraft of Canada. 

The CNR’s jump to jet-age trains has 
been encouraged by the success of 
Rapido, a diesel train introduced last 
year. It cut the Toronto-Montreal 
running time from six hours and 15 
minutes to four hours and 59 minutes 
attracting 20 per cent more pasengers,

Clean Out Septic Tanks 


It’s expensive to replace an entire 
seepage bed simply because the septic 
tank wasn’t cleaned! “Many septic 
tank problems occur due to the tanks 
or seepage beds being too small”, re- 
ports Professor R. W. Irwin, School 
of Agricultural Engineering, Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph. “Some 
tile layouts are even constructed up- 
hill. However, lack of maintenance is 
a poor excuse for sewage backup. 


“Septic tanks should be cleaned in 
the spring or summer, long before 
frost can interfere with action in the 
As a rule of thumb, cleaning should be 
done when sludge on the bottom plus 
the scum on top equals one-third of the 
liquid depth—about every three to five 
years. Use an old broom handle to 
measure the depth of sludge and scum”, 
he suggests. “Don’t light matches to 
check this. Gases form in septic tanks 
and they will explode. 


“Local professional sewage cleaners 
will do the job, but if a man’s going to 
do it himself, he will have to dig a pit 
to bury the sludge. The tank shouldn't 
be completely emptied, either. Pro-

The Lindsay Public Library 
Board will be asked by Town 
Council to bring in a report of 
their findings in connection 
with the proposed formation 
of a County Public Library 
following a presentation to 
Council by the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Victoria 
County Library Co-op. 

Harley Fulsom, Library Co- 
operative Committee chair- 
man, and Deputy-Reeve of 
Carden Township, and Frank 
Weldon, Secretary of the Lib- 
rary Co-op and County Clerk, 
appeared before the Lindsay 
Town Council Monday night 
to present the proposed for- 
mation of a County Public 
Library. 

The deputation pointed out 
that existing Library Boards 
in the County must recom- 
mend to their Municipal Coun- 
cils that they request County 
Council to form a County Lib- 
rary to make the plan effec- 
tive. They pointed out that 
75 percent of the municipali- 
ties in a county must request 
the formation of a County Lib- 
tary to give County Council 
authority to act. 

The Library Co-operative 
Committee Chairman told the 
Council members that provin- 
cial grants will be increased 
under the County Library sy- 
stem, and existing libraries 
remaining out of the system 
will probably be subject to re- 
duced grants. He said County 
Library service to schools will 
cease in those areas not affili- 
ated with a County Library. 

Library Co-operative Secre- 
tary Frank Weldon told Coun- 
cil members of the benefits 
that may be derived from he- 
longing to a County Library, 
over and above those available 
through a local library. 

He said under a County Lib- 
rary, the local library becomes 
a branch library. He said larg- 
er grants are available to the 
County Library System redu- 
cing costs in the local munici- 
pality ,and much greater ser- 
vice is available to all readers 
in the municipalities in the 
system. 


Mr. Weldon told council

Historically speaking, 
following letter “Barly Days in 
Victoria County” may interest 
many readers — it is reprinted 
from “The Post of an unde- 
termined date. 

“Mo the Editor, The Lindsay 
Post”: Dear Old Post, I speak 
with justification as I remem- 
ber reading The Lindsay Post 
when living in Eldon Town- 
ship, a couple of miles back 
of Kirkfield, in 1862-65, Our 
principal literature at that 
time was The Post, The Globe 
and the shorter catechism. 
Frequently we found suffici- 
ent matter of interest in the 
former to keep us busy until 
it was time to go for the cows, 
and so we lapsed from grace 
in neglect of the catchecism. 

In those days Lindsay was 
our city of refuge; our Mec 
ca, to which we made pilgrim- 
ages by wagon, with wheat or 
other grain; nor slept till we 
returned — a trip of 56 miles! 
How would some of the youths 
of today enjoy such a trip? 

These were the days of open 
voting and my first vote was a 
choice between McRae and 
Cameron; I voted for the man 
I knew, just because I knew 
him, and with as much know- 
ledge as what the candidate 
proposed to do for us as the 
steers I drove. 


Lately I renewed my inter- 
est in the county, and when I 
visited my old haunts I found 
everything much changed 
from the times when we oiled 
our hair, donned a paper col- 
lar (Comet) and took our girl 
to a dance where the orchestra 
was a single fiddle, and the 
fiddler placidly drunk, and 
when the affair was over we 
lighted our fair one to her 
home with a torch of cedar 
bark. 


Yes, times have marvellous- 
ly changed in many ways in 
Victoria County. Lindsay is a 
substantial clean kept city and 
the north part of the riding 
has been much improved, par- 
ticularly in ranching. I hear 
of one rancher — Mr. John 
Sheridan — who for the last 
ten years has paid out to the 
farmers of the neighbourhood, 


the 80 to 100 farmers winter from 


80 to 1000 head of cattle for 
him in Mariposa, Ops, Fenelon 
and Somerville, and he ranch- 
es some 1200 to 1500 cattle 
every season in Bexley, Car- 
den and Somerville. 

Surely this is a great advan- 
tage to the community and 
worthy of public recognition. 
1 do not know his mind in this 
matter, but as I have heard 
him highly spoken of as a man 
of sterling worth and cultivat- 
ed tastes, would it not be of 
general advantage to the 
county to run Mr. Sheridan as

INCIDENT AT DORSET CONTINUES 


The trial of a 67-year-old 
Toronto man, Nicholas Zay- 
kowski, charged with dischar- 
ging a firearm with intent to 
wound, went into its second 
day today. 

-Zaykowski, who owns a lake- 
Shore property in the Dorset 
area is accused of firing a .38 
calibre pistol with the intent 
to wound or injure a 25-year- 
old Toronto man, John Struik 
on October 6, 1965, in the Dor- 
set area. 


Yesterday, a ballistics ex- 
pert from the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s laboratory, Echlae Kre- 
ma, testified he had examined 
the .38 special revolver he re- 
ceived from police and com- 
pared the casings of cartridges 
he fired with the weapon to 
those found on the scene of 
the alleged offence and said 
the markings left by the 
breach-block face of the reyol- 
ver were the same. 


“Without a shadow of a 
doubt,” said Mr. Krema, “they 
were fired from the same 
gun,” 

Mr. Struik told the court he 
and his wife had been staying 
at a lodge owned by Steve 
Kopys on Livingstone Lake, 
and had gone out hunting with 
his shotgun.

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What’s in a name? 


With only about 300 days still to go 
before the opening of Hxpo 67 it is be- 
coming increasingly evident that many 
do not know what Expo 67 is — 
particularly those in the United States. 

During a recent trip. through the 
New England states, we spoke to a 
number of Americans about the forth- 
coming world’s fair at Montreal and 
found few knew anything about it. 

Part of the reason is, we feel, the 
name,—Expo 67. It sounds yery much 
like an international stamp exhibition, 
which for years have carried such ex- 
otic names as Stampex, Pipex, Tipex, 
and Cipex, ete. 

Although it is obviously too late to 
abandon the name as a description of 
the forthcoming Centennial fair — the 
additional words World's Fair should be 
added before it is too late. 

We suggest that all publicity matter 


include “Hxpo 67 World’s Fair” and 
that the words be added to the odd lit- 
tle matchstick people symbol used for 
publicity purposes. 

Other World’s Fairs and Hxpositions 
have relied on one striking symbol to 
publicise the fair far and wide — the 
Trylon and Perisphere at the 1939 New 
York World’s Fair, the Tower of the 
Sun at the 1939 Golden Gate Interna- 
tional Pxposition, the Atomium at the 
Brussels Universal Pxhibition, the Sky- 
lon at the Festival of Britain, the Wif- 
fel tower for the Paris Exposition of 
4889, the Crystal Palace in London, 
1851 and the most recent, the Uni- 
Sphere at the 1964-65 New York 
World’s Fair. 

The Montreal Fair may have many of 
the wonders of the world on display, 
but needs better publicity and perhaps 
a more impressive “focal point” to 
make the fair a big hit.

MARMALADE 

Yield: about 8 medium glass- 
es (4 lbs. marmalade) . 

8 cups prepared fruit (1 
lemon, 1 orange, 1 small ripe 
pineapple and about, % lb. red 
stalked rhubarb); 6 cups (2 lbs. 
10 oz.) sugar; 42 bottle liquid 
fruit pectin. 

First, prepare the fruit. Re- 
move skins in quarters from 
1 medium-sized lemon and 1 
medium-sized orange. Lay 
quarters flat; shave off and 
discard about half of white 
part. With a shap knife or 
scissors, slice remaining rind 
very fine, or chop or grind. 
Add 34 cup water and 1/16 
teaspoon soda; bring to a boil 
and simmer, covered, 10 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 
Section or chop peeled fruit; 
discard seeds. Add pulp and 
juice to undrained cooked 
rind. Simmer, covered, 15 
15 minutes longer. Pare 1 
small, fully ripe pineapple. 
Chop very fine or grind. Slice 
thin or chop (do not peel) 
about 84 pound red-stalked 
rhubarb. Combine all fruits 
and measure 3 cups into a 
very large saucepan. 

Then make the marmalade. 
Add sugar to fruit in sauce 
pan and mix well. Place over 
high heat, bring to a full roll- 
ing boil, and boil hard 1 min- 
ute, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat and at once 
stir in liquid fruit pectin. Skim 
off foam with metal spoon.

The modern parliaments of iggens 
today work at such high pres- 
sure the back bencher is fre- 
quently unable to make his 
{ull contribution to the pro- 
cess of government in the 
chamber of the House of Com- 
mons.

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John Shannon Brown 


The death occurred on Tues- 
day, May 10, 1966, of Mr, John 
Shannon Brown at the Lindsay 
Private Hospital ending a long 
life of almost 87 yeats. He had 
enjoyed good health until the 
last four months. 

Mr. Brown was born in Fene- | 
Jon Township on his father’s 
farm on June 25, 1879. He was 
the youngest of seven children 
of the late John Brown and 
Maria Jane Shannon who were 
early pioneers, Br. Brown Sr. 
Settled in Fenelon Township in 
1850, the third settler between 
Cameron and Fenelon Falls. 

Here John Brown, Jr., grew 
up, attending school at S.S. No. 
4 Powles’ Corners. He was 
married to Elsie Maude Per- 
rin on Sept. 26, 1900. They 
took up farming on the old 
homestead where they lived 
for four years moving then a 
half mile north to the farm 
they purchased from Thomas 
Gillis at Powles Corner. Here 
they resided until 1944 when 
they sold the farm and moved 
into Cameron. 

For two years prior to his 
marriage, Mr. Brown worked 
out of Allandale as a fireman 
on the railroad and had many 
interesting experiences to re- 
Jate from this period in his 
life. 

He was County Road Super- 
intendent for several years and 
was one of the first to sponsor 
the telephone when it became 
available. The residents of the 
district formed The Cameron 
Telephone Co, and Mr, Ed. 
Dunn, Mr. Brown, and Mr. 
Merle Parrish were engaged to 
puild the first lines out of 
Cameron in 1918. Until he 
was in his mid-seventies, Mr. 
Brown served as line and re- 
pair man. He was also a mem- 
ber of council, school board, 
UF.0. 

His willingness to promote 
progress was also evidenced in 
that he procured one of the 
first motor cars in the district 
as early as 1917, and in his ac- 
ceptance of new farm machin- 
ery as it became available. He 
was considered a good farmer. 

Mr. Brown is survived by his 
wife and three children, Rex 
Brown of Little Britain, Irma 
(Mrs. Adrian Smith) of Hart- 
ley, Orpha, (Mrs. Ed. Jones) of 
Fenelon Falls, Also surviving 
are ten grandchildren and 
thirteen great-grandehildren. 
His family will fondly recall 
him as an understanding and 
loving husband, father, and 
grandfather. His brother, 
Thomas of Vancouver, Ser- 
geant Arthur of U.S.A., and 
his sister Etta, (Mrs. D. F. 
Milloy), Bella, (Mrs. L. Court- 
ney), Minnie, (Mrs. Percivale), 
all of Vancouver and Emma, 
(Mrs. Wm. Bryson), of Cam- 
eron all predeceased him. 

The funeral service was con- 
ducted from the Stoddard Fun- 
eral Home, Lindsay, on May 13 
by Elders Harry Price and 
George Bell of the R.L.D.S.

Time marches on and in the 


forward trend, what has be- 
come of the shoe shine par- 
lour? There were three or four 
stands and they long ago suc- 
cumbed to so-called progress. 

Old Timers today can recall 
when as boys they had one 
thing to do every Saturday 
night — clean their shoes for 
Sunday. Then came the mo- 
dern shoe shine parlour, gen- 
erally in a barbershop or pool 
room. Remember the high 
shoe shine chairs in the Bert 
Naylor barbershop? 


Bert was a progressive ton- 
sorial artist and his shop was 
taken over by the late Marshall 
Stevens many years ago. The 
long cushioned seat was high 
up so the shoe shine boy did 
not have to break his back 
when applying the black polish 
with a rhythmic slip-slap- 

Often a customer had to 
wait and take his turn and in 
that event there was usually 
the Chicago Blade and Leger 
on hand to peruse or better 
still the Calgary Eye Opener. 

Another good shoe shine 
parlour was in Brown’s pool 
room, located in the Tangney 
block. It was interesting and 
sometimes fascinating to watch 
the pool sharks operate (and 
sharks were around to take 
the money from beginners and 
smart alecs). Billiards and 
pool were games for the ex- 
perts and the amateur and the 
table were always busy and 
the parlours well run, 

Reeves had a fine parlour as 
did Danny Hogan. 

Then there was the shoe 
shine owned by Herb Hardy, 
tobacconist. Karrys had a good 
elevated shoe shine bench and 
he also had two or three pool 
tables. At one time Karrys 
was directly interested in base- 
ball in Lindsay. 

A fourth shoe shine stand 
was located on William Street 
north in the days when Herb 
Williamson was the king ton- 
sorial artist, For a time one 
of the shoe shine boys operat- 
ed a one seat stand on Kent 
Street near the Royal Hotel. 


It was however, when Lind- 
say folk travelled to Toronto 
that they experienced a visit 
to barbershops that operated 
five to ten chairs and a busy 
shoe shine boy was always 
alongside, 

It was a sight to see the long 
line of white coated barbers 
standing by their white leather 
cushioned chairs waiting for 
customers. One visit is recal- 
led when a Lindsay visitor 
walked into a Young Street 
shop and took pity on the bar- 
ber who was at the end of the 
row. The barber was lathering 
his face when the customer felt 
one foot being lifted on a 
stand. It was the shoe shine 
boy who blackened the shoes 
as the customers were being 
shaved, This was all right, but 
that was not all. 


While the hot steam towels 
covered the face of the cus- 
tomer a soft slender hand lift- 
ed his hand and a finger nail 
manicurist started to work. 

When all was completed the 
Lindsay youth could not afford 
to be a cheap guy so he was 
generous with a ten cent tip 
for the barber, a dime for the 
shoe shiner and a quarter for 
the feminine charmer!

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Sleeping Policemen! 


A recent recommendation by a To- 
ronto Goroner’s jury as a result of a 
fatality of a 38-year-old, was that a 20 
mph limit be set for residential streets. 

Police do not have the manpower to 
enforce the speedlimit all over a town 
and consequently select certain busy 
areas and set speed traps. In other 
parts of the town speeders trayel un- 
molested.

‘Handy’ for whom? 


“Tt Is not evidence, but it is a handy 
document.” 

With these words Mr. Justice Spence 
of the Supreme Court of Canada re- 
leased to the press Tuesday a 12-page 
summary made by the Royal Commis- 
sion’s lawyer of police reports on the 
Munsinger case. 

The report included a variety of 
‘Suicy” bits relating to Mrs. Munsing- 
er, notably her assertion that the prime 
minister of Canada (then Mr. Diefen- 
baker) had told her that “she was do- 
ing“a great thing for Canada” in her 
relationship with Mr. Sevigny. 

There are times when the dite pro- 
cesses of such an inquiry look curious 
to a layman. 

True, Judge Spence did ask the law- 
yers (Conservative and Liberal) in 
the courtroom whether they had any 
objection to release of the summary — 
and none objected. 

But let’s look at that more closely. 

Had they objected to the paper's re- 


lease it would have been said then that 
they were trying to conceal the facts of 
the case, 

And as the paper would probably not 
have heen released the public would 
never know that the portion objected 
to was not a “fact” but an unconfirm- 
ed, unsworn, unsupported assertion by 
a prostitute and suspected spy. 

Had the commission counsel felt that 
bit of Mrs. Munsinger’s story was 
worth showing to the public, Commis- 
sioner McClellan could have been asked 
to testify as to that remark in the po- 
lice report, and lawyers in cross-exami- 
nation could have brought out that this 
Was but her comment and unsupported. 

If this inquiry had to be held it was 


worth holding as much of it as possible ~ 


in public; but we had not imagined that 
allegations would be officially made 
public that were not part of the in- 
quiry’s evidence but only a “handy” 
kind of resume of the plot. Handy for 
whom? —Ottawa Journal.

Sainte-Marie Hurons 
(1639-1649),

Wednesday inaugurated the season’s 
educational tours.

In a memorandum to schools, the De- 
partment sald: “Recommended tours 
are concentrated in Huronia (the north 
half of Simcoe County), one of the 
cradles of Ontario history, because 
of the major educational developments 
now being undertaken there by the 
Ontario Government. 

“Specialists in the Curriculum Divis- 
ion have inspected these sites and are 
convinced of their assets in effectively 
assisting teachers, especially in history, 
geography, social studies and natural 
science.” 

Sail Pioneer Trail 

For the first year since reconstruc- 
tion was initiated, pleasure craft will 
sail the last mile of the original sey- 
enteeth century 800-mile route of the 
Jesuits and Indians from Quehec to the 
heart of Huronia. By the end of June, 
the federal Department of Public Works 
is scheduled to complete the dredging 
of the Wye River from Georgian Bay to 
within sight of Sainte-Marie I. The 
channel, sixty feet wide and six feet 
deep, will be marked by ranges and 
spar buoys. 

Last year more than 147.000 visitors 
from 65 countries toured Sainte-Marie 
during May, June, July and 
That was nearly friple the total during 
the previous year. 

Ontario craftsmen, mostly of French- 
Canadian descent. are recreating the 
three-and-a-half acre community with 
seventeenth century French skills - 
broad axing. hand chonning. adzinge and 
masonry. The nrofect is financed hy 
the Ontario Government. 

With the exception of the north 
court's European compound, all struc- 
fures are completed but not furnished. 


In the Furonean compound's south 
court and the Indian compound. this 
vear's guided tours include: Ontario's

Indian racks for storing and drying 
meats and fish; Huron longhouses; an 
Algonquin teepee; and small shelters 
for Indians. 

Structures not completed in the 
European compound's north court in- 
elude: a chapel, a carpenter shop, a 
blacksmith shop, a cookhouse and 
three dwellings. 

The community will be furnished and 
and adjacent nen vallon centre estab- 
lished. 

The site of the then 291-year-old 
charred ruins was purchased in 1940 
by the Society of Jesus of the Province 
of Upper Canada. Archaeological ex- 
cavations were carried out in 1941-43 
by the Royal Ontario Museum, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, and in 1948-51 by the 
University of Western Ontario. 

Saint-Ignace I] Cabin 

Sainte-Marie I is administered by the 
Huronia Historical Development Coun- 
cil, representing the Ontario Govern- 
ment, the University of Western On- 
tario and the Society of Jesus. The 
University was commissioned to exe- 
cute the research and reconstruction, 
which is under the direction of veteran 
archaeologist Dr. Wilfrid W. Jury, 
honorary curator of the University’s 
Museum of Indian Archaeology and 
Pioneer Life. 

The settlement is in the Wye River 
valley below the hill-top Martyrs’ 
Shrine, Canada’s national Shrine of the 
North American martyrs. ‘The six 
priests and two donnés (lay auxiliar- 
ies) were the first persons canonized by 
the Roman Catholic Church for deeds 
performed on this continent. All were 
killed by Indians between 1642 and 
1649—five within a few miles of Sainte- 
Marie I and three near the present Aur- 
jesville, N.Y. 

The Society of Jesus erected a cab- 
in at Saint-Ignace II, a few miles east 
of Sainte-Marie]. A Jesuit father will 
he stationed there fo relate the histori- 
cal and religious significances of that 
Huron Indian village where two of the 
priests, Jean de Brébeuf and Gabriel 
Lalemant, were killed by the Iroquois. 
In the more than three centuries since 
the slayings, this Is the first and only 
death site discovered.

Report from Ottawa 


by Russell €. Honey, 


The Standing Committee on 
Agriculture has just completed 
its study of the estimates of 
the Research Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. 
The Department maintains 37 
Experimental Farms and Re- 
search Stations across Canada. 
The operation of the Research 
Branch and each of the Farms 
and stations operated by it was 
carefully reviewed by the 
Committee and I thought a 
brief outline might be of inter- 
est to my constituents in Dur- 
ham. particularly those en- 
gaged in the agricultural in- 
dustry. 

When compared to highly 
populated agricultural coun- 
tries such as the U.S.A. and 
the U.S.S.R., Canada has rela- 
tively limited resources. There 
is always the danger that we 
will spread our resources so 
thinly as to be ineffective 
everywhere, in a country like 
Canada. The Department does 
strive to concentrate on the 
more important problems but 
to neglect no pressing problem 
in any region especially when 
it seems probable that substan- 
tial progress can be made ra- 
pidly by applied research. 

The Department’s research 
programme is designed to co- 
ver as effectively as possible 
all principal phases of crop 
and animal production, and, 
to deal with problems of food 
processing and storage from 
farm to consumer. 

Agriculture utilizes plants 
and animals in a suitable envir- 
onment to produce food. Insti- 
tutes of the Research Branch 
garner new knowledge about 
plants, animals and their inter- 
action with the environment. 
This knowledge is essential to 
a progressive and expanding 
agricultural industry. Efficien- 
cy of production cannot be im- 
proved nor can losses from 
pests and diseases be prevent- 
ed unless we understand the 
nature of the products, the pro- 
duction machinery (plants,

tors which influence its acti- 
vity (soil status, pests and gen- 
eral environment). 
Geographically speaking, 
the closest station to Durham 
is the Smithfield Experimen- 
tal Farm north and west of 
Trenton, This Farm has a pro- 
gramme on cultural manage- 
ment of trees and small fruits 
and vegetables, tomato breed- 
ing, crop physiology and food 
processing, which fits into the 
Department's total horticultur- 
al programme. 

The programme of the To- 
baceo Experimental Farm at 
Delhi, Ontario, is devoted sole- 
ly to tobacco and comprises 
culture and management, 
breeding and genetics, insect 
and disease control, curing and 
physiology. 

The Research Station locat- 
ed at the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa has a _ pro- 
gramme serving Eastern Can- 
ada. The responsibilities of 
this station comprises breed- 
ing of cereals, forage crops, 
corn, strawberries, apples and 
peas. Other aspects of its 
work include matters of cul- 
ture and nutrition of horticul- 
tural crops; control of crop 
diseases; field crop manage- 
ment; plant genetics, plant 
physiology and development 
of apple rootstocks.

Toronto man fined

One of the chief differences 
between a man, and an ape, is 
his sense of moral values. The 
word honesty means nothing to 
an ape, but to a man it means 
that when he says, or does 
something, he has a moral ob- 
ligation to stand behind it, 
regardless of the consequen- 
ces. An honest man says what 
he means, and means what he 
says, and those who have deal- 
ings with him know exactly 
where they stand in relation to 
him. On this basis the word 
of an honest person is more 
meaningful that the most air 
tight contract that was ever 
written, for that person will 
guarantee his word with all 
he has. But this virtue of sim- 
ple honesty has fallen on evil 
days, and we find in its place, 
two imitation “virtues” gaining 
preference. They are called 
shrewdness and expediency. 

The shrewd person is the 
one who can say or do some- 
thing that will keep everybody 
guessing as to his ultimate in- 
tentions, until he finds it most 
convenient or profitable to 
disclose that intention. We say 
of such people, “You can never, 
tell what they are thinking”. 
I understand that such a qua- 
lity is considered quite an asset 
in a poker game. But when the 
ethics of poker become accept- 
ed as the norm of social beha- 
viour it is a sad indicment of 
society. Social life is far from 
healthy when it places a prem- 
ium on this type of shrewd- 
ness. 

How do we reconcile the fact 
that we punish children at 
home and at schoo] for practic- 
ing deceit and falsehood, while 
we accept the same thing a- 
mongst adults as good busin- 
ess, sound politics, or smart 
behaviour? 

The person whose thought 
and actions are prompted by 
expediency is the person who 
says, or does, the most profit- 
able thing for himself in any 
given situation. For him the 
question of right or wrong 
doesn’t enter the picture. It is 
a clear cut case of looking out 
or number one. The trades- 
man who makes promises to 
customers without any imme- 
diate intention of fulfilling 
them — the parent who makes 
promises to the child merely 
to keep peace in the family — 
the person in public life who 
says what he knows the people 
expect, instead of what he him- 
self believes, all are examples 
of expedient behaviour. 

In certain circles it is a mark 
of success thus to be able to 
turn every situation to your 
own advantage without consi- 
deration being given to the 
question of honesty. 

This swing away from simple 
honesty has become so general 
in our time that thoughtful 
people cannot but be concern- 
ed. As we value this happy 
way of life that we enjoy in a 
free society under democratic 
rule, we must be concerned. 

We are concerned to train 
our children to be honourable 
in thought, word and deed for 
we know the value of these 
teachings in individuals, as 
well as national happiness, 
and welfare. But in all edu- 
cation, example is more pow- 
erful than precept. How cana 
child of strict honesty recon- 
cile his best feeling with the 
shrewd, and expedient prac- 
tices that so many adults prac- 
tice in the society in which he 
must find his place. I would 
like, therefore, to enter this 
plea to all who may read this 
column to strengthen and 
maintain the virtue of simple 
honesty, in your life.

A former aliburton school 
teacher now with the Depart- 
ment of Education, David A. 
Clee B.A. MSc., F.R.G.S. gave 
delegates in attendance at the 
Public School Trustees’ Asso- 
ciation conference an insight 
into the future in the pro- 
gramme of education by tele- 
vision Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr. Clee predicted within 
ten years classrooms will not 
contain desks, but individual 
cells, the teacher will not be 
an instructor but a programme 
planner. 


Mr. Clee said that already 
television is an integral part 
of our everyday lives, no long- 
er a luxury. He said for lack 
of Canadian statistics he would 
use United States figures to 
show the impact of television 
on our life pattern. 

“In 1941 the first licensed 
television broadcasting station 
was built in U.S. He said by 
1948 100,000 receiving sets 
were in use. By 1962 nine out 
of ten homes had TV, and now 
98 percent of all wired homes 
in United States have T.V. and 
17 percent have two sets,” the 
speaker said. 

More important, the spea- 
ker noted, 89 percent of all 
children watch television. He 
said a child gains a great deal 
of useful education, He said 
it has been found that grade 
2 pupils now talk on the same 
level as former grade seven 
students. 

Mr. Clee said school systems 
seem to be avoiding television’s 
possibilities, He said TV a- 
chieyes a closer relationship 
to the child than can be attain- 
ed with films. He said a child 
that watches TV has a better 
vocabulary pattern “It helps 
children to communicate” he 
said. 


Mr. Clee said in Canada edu- 
cation is 25 years behind com- 
mercialism, and the church is 
25 years behind education. He 
posed the question “why not 
have this medium in the 
classroom? In reply he stated 
that in Japan now every class- 
room has colour TV. He said 
in Delhi 238 out of 366 schools 
have TV. In France, he said, 
each pupil has a small TV at 
his seat. In Germany TV is 
used for teacher training, in 
Britain the BBC airs university 
courses. The speaker stated 
there is a place for TV in the 
school, without question. He 
said television in the classroom 
is not just a fact giving ma- 
chine, it is an effective medium 
of communication with the 
pupil. 

INTERNATIONAL 

Mr. Clee said in the future 
the emphasis wil] be on inter- 
national understanding, and 
television can bring the out- 
side world of experience right 
into the classroom. He said 
education with TV is a broad 
resource that requires parner- 
ship of the teacher and the 
media, 

Mr. Clee outlined the _ var- 
lations of training approach 
that are possible through tele- 
vision, He said TV can be the 
sole teacher, or, it can be de- 
Signed to help the teacher 
present a fuller programme, 
or, it can help the teacher in 
areas where the teacher does 
not have complete knowledge, 
or it can be an observation 
type programme such as used 
in medical media. He told his

Fifteen thousand  splake, 
raised by the Department of 
Lands and Forests, are about 
to take part in a planned par- 
enthood project which, it is 
hoped, will result in a success- 
ful planting of Lake Huron 
with their offspring over the 
next few years. 


The splake (lake trout x 
brook trout) hybrid, highly 
developed after ten years of 
research, will be sent to pro- 
duction hatcheries in Ontario 
and Michigan to raise young 
for the large-scale restocking 
programme of Lake Huron, in 
which United States authori- 
ties have agreed to partici- 
pate. 


“Theoretically, at least,” re- 
marked Kenneth H. Loftus, 
Supervisor of the Fisheries 
Section, Lands and Forests 
Research Branch, “rehabilita- 
tion of Lake Huron, using 
splake, should be cheaper, 
and should involve fewer 
years of stocking than would 
be required using lake trout.” 

The present stock of select- 
ed hybrids will be reared to 
maturity, and the young fish 
produced from them will be 
planted in Lake Huron. Plant- 
ings are being scheduled to 
coincide with the sea lamprey 
control programme which will

lake trout become vulnerable 
to sea lamprey predation at 
about four years of age, but 
do not mature and reproduce 
until seven years of age. By 
eliminating larger trout, the 
sea lampreys effectively re- 
moved all trout because there 
Were no spawners; no trout 
reaching maturity at age of 
seven, 


Thus, in the planning of the 
selective breeding research, it 
Was considered essential to 
develop a trout which would 
mature and reproduce at least 
once, before reaching the size 
at which it becomes vulner- 
able to sea lamprey preda- 
tion. Brook trout were there- 
fore used as one of the par- 
ents for the cross, because 
they mature at the early age 
ot two or three years. 

In the Great Lakes, brook 
trout, or speckled trout, as 
they are often called, are at a 
major disadvantage because 
they are unable to live in deep 


water. There are very few 
brook trout in the Great 
Lakes, All trout must have 


cold water, and in the Great 
Lakes, this is available only at! 
considerable depth. |

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Safer boating urged by Department of Tourism 


The Ontario Department of 
Tourism and Information this 
week made its annual plea for 
boaters to be more conscious 
and try to observe the safety 
rules of the water and pre: 
vent drownings. 

Safe boating is far more fun, 
even to those with no formal 
training in the art of seaman- 
ship. 

But every year the beauti- 
ful waters of Ontario take 
their tragic toll of life and 
limb, Hardly a weekend 
passes without newspapers 
carrying unhappy stories of 
upset and drownings - even of 
whole families being wiped 
out. Why? 

Ts it because our waters are 
dangerous? Certainly not. 
Most of the accidents take 
place in our quietest waters, 
No, the reasons are foolhardi- 
ness and lack of knowledge. 
Al) waters are dangerous 
when not shown the proper 
respect and a bathtub can 
prove just as fatal as a raging 
storm in mid-Atlantic. 


In 1965 there was a total of 
some $20 drownings in this 
province, about one-third the 
national total. Of this number 
90 were unsupervised children 
under the age of 12 years. 
Boating accidents accounted 
for 120 fatalities and some of 
the 89 swimming accidents 
would also be associated with 
boating. 


The balance of fatalities was 
from numerous causes includ- 
ing falling off stationary ob- 
jects, non-aquatic vehicles and 
attempted rescue. One person 
drowned in a bathtub. 

It’s not a very pretty pic- 
ture, especially when probab- 
ly 99% of the accidents could 
have been avoided by using a 
little common sense, 

And it’s not for the want of 
trying by the organizations de- 
dicated to teaching and publi- 
cizing water safety informa- 
tion. The Canadian Red Cross 
Ontario Safety League and 
many other local and national 
safety organizations devote 
considerable time and effort, 
to say nothing of money, each 
year to further water safety. 

Newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision stations, magazines and 
house organs contribute space 
and air time to safety mes- 
sages. Marine weather fore- 
casts are broadcast frequently 
on AM and FM radio to keep 
boaters up-to-date on the lat- 
est conditions and possible 
storms, 


And, for the pleasure boat- 
er who seeks a more detailed 
knowledge of things nautical, 
Canadian Power Squadrons 
conduct excellent courses ev- 
ery fall and winter at centres 
across the country. The basic 
course not only covers such 
subjects as boat handling, 
safety, weather, lines and an- 
choring, it gives the student 
a knowledge of charts, buoy- 
age systems and elementary 
navigation. 


Anyone who does more 
boating than rowing across a 
frog pond would be well ad- 
vised to take this course next 
fall. There is nothing more 
comforting when confronted 
with a crisis than knowing the 
correct procedure to adopt 
and what not to do in the cir- 
cumstances, 


The federal department of 
transport is constantly striv- 
ing to make our waters safer 
for all who ‘go down to the 
sea in ships.” New and im- 
proved marine charts are 
made available each year and 
are kept up-to-date through 
the publication ‘ “Notice to 
Mariners” which is available 
free from the department. 


Buoyage systems are always 
being improved and extended. 
Regulations are made under 
the Canada Shipping Act to 
ensure a high standard of 
safety at sea. Our waters are 
patrolled by peace officers to 


on our waterways, But regret- 


tably, they will continue until 
those who use the waters 
learn a healthy respect for 
them, and exercise a little 
courtesy and common sense. 


The Canadian Red Cross re- 
ports that drownings have de- 
creased by about elght per 
cent over the past two years. 
This, coupled with the in- 
crease in pleasure boating 
over the same period, perhaps 
indicates that the efforts to 
educate the boating public are 
meeting with some success, 
and the individual is learning 
to respect the elements. 

In 1966 there will be more 
boats than ever plying the 
waterways and a much great-

HEADACHES NOT 
RELATED TO HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE 0 

If you are an apparently 
health person, you will usual: 
ly attribute a headache to ten- 
sion. If you have high blood 
pressure and get a severe 
headache, you are likely to 
think: “I guess my blood pres- 
sure has gone sky high today”. 
Chances are, however, that the 
reasons given by the person 
with normal blood pressure 
apply to you, too: tension. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been getting severe headaches 
lately. About a year ago I was 
told that my blood pressure is 
high. To tell you the truth, 
I’m afraid to return to the doc- 
tor. Most likely he'll say that 
my blood pressure is way up.~ 
Mrs. V. 

Comment; ‘Tain’t necessar- 
ily so! There’s really not much 
scientific evidence to support 
the theory that headaches are 
caused by blood pressure rise. 

Dr. .M.G, Stewart, writing 
in the Journal Lancet, studied 
this symptom in a large num- 
ber of cases and finally con- 
cluded that so-called hyperten- 
sion headache is in reality an 
anxiety and tension symptom. 

He studied 200 patients with 
high blood pressure and only 
one in four complained of 
headaches. He mentioned 104 
patients who did not know 
they had hypertension; and 87 
denied having headaches. 

In another paper wnitten 
for the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, Drs. 
M. Moser, H. Wish, and A. 12), 
Friedman found that 43 of 54

aches from one to 25 years be- 
fore the high blood pressure 
began. 

You'd expect, with the use 
of the very efficient blood 
pressure-lowering drugs that 
headaches would disappear. 
But not so. Only 25 per cent 
of patients so treated had de- 
finite relief from headache 
when the pressure was lower- 
ed. 

So, I again suggest that 
people with high blood pres- 
sure do not go to pieces emo- 
tionally if they get a severe 
headache. It doesn't mean 
that your pressure is taking 
off like a missile. You may dis- 
cover the cause in some un- 
pleasant environmental factor. 
If you can’t find the reason, it 
makes good sense to turn that 
responsibility over to your 
doctor.

bolism is in some way tied in 
with trouble in the thyroid 
gland, cirrhosis of the liver, in 
pregnancy, in kidney and 
heart disease and in alcohol- 
ism, We don’t know just how-- 
yet. In fact, some investiga- 
tors have found that giving 
magnesium has helped some 
coronary patients. 


Drs. R.S. Parsons, T, Butler 
and E. P. Sellers tried giving 
magnesium to 100 patients 
with coronary disease, one- 
third of whom had had myo- 
cardial infarctions (heart at- 
tacks), There was only one 
death. While 196 cases of 
acute myocardial infarction 
treated in the routinely, ac- 
cepted way--and without mag- 
nesium--had a mortality rate of 
almost 30 per cent. 


It’s still too early to get ex- 
cited about it, but certainly 
sufficiently provocative to 
study magnesium carefully as 
an addition to our control of 
disease.

* Dear Dr, Steincrohn: Would- 
n't it be wonderful if we didn’t 
have to sleep at all? Think of 
the time wasted.—Mrs. V. 

Comment: People who are 
thankful they can have at least 
seven or eight hours or forget- 
fulness in sleep, obvious of 
their many trials and troubles, 
would disagree. They say that 
a day of 16 hours of wakeful- 
ness is about all they want. 

But to others like yourself, 
Mrs. V., who don’t find enough 
hours in the day to do all the 
interesting things they desire, 
are jealous of every moment 
Jost in sleep. How much wake- 
fulness we want depends upon 
so many different individuals 
likes and tastes. 

If you get right down to it, 
and count actually being alive 
only when you have awareness 
of what goes on about you (be- 
ing awake) we “waste” one- 
third of our lives in sleep. In- 
stead of living to the Biblical 
three-score-and-ten, to he 
truthful, we live only two: 
thirds of 70 years (the others 
being lost in sleep). 

So it has always been, ex- 
cept that our cave-man ances- 
tors probably slept longer, be- 
cause they had no lights to 
keep them up and no late mov- 
jes or TV to entertain them.

Nobody knows actually what 
sleep is so I can talk freely. We 
can determine the meaning of 
brain waves in sleep (with the 
electroencaphalograph); but 
we can’t determine what caus- 
es sleep, why we need it, how 
it restores us energy-wise. 
BODY NEEDS DAILY 
RESTORATION 

One premise we must all 
agree on; the body needs 
daily restoration to function 
properly, Sleep is natures 
method of doing so. 

Now, the question is: How 
can we short-cut nature? Help 
nature? How can we get the 
same effects of a good night's 
sleep within minutes rather 
than in hours? We don't have 
to be mathematicians to rea- 
lize that if we can save our- 
selves from eight hours of un- 
consciousness every night we 
can live at Ieast one-third long- 
er than we have in the past. If 
we can go wtihout such sleep, 
when we reach the age of 70 
we will have lived full 70 years 
—and not two-thirds of it. 

What is my vision? My pre- 
dictions?

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: No 
doubt you will think this is an 
unusual subject to speak 
about. My husband, 41 years 
old, dresses very carefully and 
is proud of his appearance. 
But he feels his neck is too 
large so he wears his shirt 
collars so tight his eyes look as 
if they would pop out. At 
times I notice he feels faint. 
Don't you think it’s possible 
this may be interfering with 
his circulation?-Mrs. D. 


Comment: I may be wrong, 
but I believe that wearing tight 
collars only emphasize the 
neck size. A loose collar, not 
only is more comfortable, but 
more conducive to good 
health.. 


For example, consider the 
faint feelings your huband 
gets. It’s possible, that the 
tight collars are pressing on a 
vital nerve center in the neck 
called the carotid sinus. It 1s 
in some people, especially sen- 
sitive to pressure. 

Sometimes this overstimu- 
lation of the nerves which con- 
verge and emerge here pro- 
duces a distinct medical pro- 
blem called the carotid sinus 
syndrome. Some patients are 
even more susceptible to pres- 
sures here than your husband. 

I knew a number of patients 
whose carotid sinuses were so 
sensitive that turning the head 
abruptly would cause them to 
get dizzy or faint. Others, 
who wore tight collars, would 
complain of nauseau and go 
into convulsions. I can only 
guess that perhaps your hus-

No Deposit Bottles 


The Haliburton Highlands Chamber 
of Commerce, at their annual meeting 
this week discussed the increasingly 
serious problem of No Deposit-No Re- 
turn bottles which are littering our 
countryside. Broken glass is becom- 
ing an ever-increasing problem in our 
Jakes and this week a five-year old Pet- 
erboro boy suffered a deep gash on his 
foot from broken glass in shallow water 
at a pleasure beach. 

As a speaker at the Haliburton meet- 
ing pointed out, glass does not deter- 
iorate and the deadly litter will remain 
in the grass verges, the fields and water 
ways where thoughtless and irrespon- 
sible people have discarded bottles. 

Of course no deposit bottles are not 
the only problem. The ignorant louts 
that drink beer in their cars and throw 
the bottles out of car windows are a 
major factor in the broken glass prob- 
lem. Empty beer bottles are particu- 
larly noticeable by the side of the roads 
during the summer months and during 
hunting season. 

Restrictions should be placed on the 
use of no-deposit bottles of glass, and 
manufacturers urged to find some other 


Centennial ,

1867 


(Report No. 11) 

I have met a number of Canadians 
inspired, by the coming Centennial cel- 
ebrations, to research the family tree. 

Tracing back one’s lineage can be an 
interesting pastime and may produce 
some surprises. One woman from 
London, Ontario, told me she had turn- 
ed up the uniform her grandfather 
wore in the Northwest Rebellion of 
1885, stored for years in an attic trunk 
belonging to a maiden aunt. Until the 
uniform was discovered she hadn't 
known her grandfather was involved 
with the prairie uprising. 

The reason why I like to encourage 
people to research family history is 
that it may provide more than a text- 
book link with the history of the 
country. History can become aliye 
and personal. 

A woman in Ottawa, for example, 
who has adopted Canada as her coun- 
try, knew about the Battle of the Plains 
of Abraham but she did not realize it 
was Captain James Cook who guided 
General Wolfe’s men to the shores of 
Quebec. She learned of this when she 
discovered she was a direct descendant 
of that famous navigator. 

It is worth noting, also that the spirit 
of the times rules out the old snobbery 
associated with claims of having dukes, 
counts and other notables as ancestors. 

I recall touches of humour asociated 
with a period 25 to 30 years ago when 
some families went to 
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great trouble 
and sometimes considerable expense to 
have their histories researched. Those 
Whose ancestors came from Burope or 
the British Isles often were hopeful of 
finding proof of heroes or royal blood 
in their backgrounds. Certainly a copy 
of the family crest on old parchment, 
framed and hanging in the dining 
room, was a status symbol of sorts.

During the family crest craze var- 
ious “services” across the seas publish- 
ed classified advertisements in North 
American newspapers offering to re- 
search official documents and produce 
bona fide family crests — for a fee. 
It was with dismay that some on this 
side of the ocean would later discover 
they actually had paid for a fictional 
drawing which came only from the 
mind of a second rate commercial art- 
ist in a foreign land. 

Family history research can produce 
exciting stories too. One of our young 
office boys at the Centennial Commis- 
sion didn’t give a hoot about history 
until he discovered that an ancestor of 
his figured prominently in the Papineau 
uprising. His eyes stared in disblief 
as he spotted his own unusual French 
name in Mason Wade's “French Cana- 
dians”’. They widened even more 
when he read on to find that a troop of 
the Montreal Volunteer Cavalry had 
been sent to St. Johns, Quebec, to cap- 
ture his ancestor. The ancestor evad- 
ed the Cavalry and fled to the United 
States. 

“Gee. I’ve often wondered why T 
have so many American relatives,” he 
said. “Now, I know. Here in Canada we 
had a price on our heads.” 

I recommend, as a personal Genten- 
nial project for yourself, that you check 
into old family albums and books lying 
around the house, Ask the relatives 
too. There’s no telling what interest- 
ing Canadian history you might find 
with a family connection of your own. 

Whether they have “trees” or not, 
families also can play a big part in the 
Centennial celebrations by making 1967 
the big year for those picnics and re- 
unions which long have heen typical 
festive occasions {in many Canadian 
communities.

Young artists in evidence 


An exciting combination of the clas-

Don’t panic if lost in woods 


Fond of nature? Just remember 
not to venture too far down that un- 
familiar trail through the woods with- 
out a good guide, a reliable compass, 
and an up-to-date map of the area. 

But suppose you do get lost? The 

Lands and Forests staff at Kenora 
have some sensible advice, which 
could be applied to any of the Depart- 
ment’s 22 forest districts, anywhere in 
Ontario. 
Of course, the first rule is DON’T 
PANIC! Try and keep your head. 
Look around for landmarks. Sit 
down, and try and get your bearings. 

Basic knowledge of woodcraft helps 
immensely, too. Your Boy Scout and 
Girl Guide training should assist you, 
especially in fire building, shelter build- 
ing, knot tying, knowing which plants 
are edible, and first aid. 

The Kenora Forest District staff say 
that everyone should ask himself the 
question, “Do I have sufficient know- 
ledge to survive if lost?” “If not,” they 
continue, “now is the time fo learn, and 
practice skills which may some day be 
responsible for saving your life or 
someone else's.” 

Here are five simple rules that could 
help you survive what otherwise might 
be a tragic adventure: 

1. Before you enter the woods, tell 
someone where you are going and 
When you expect to return. 

2. Carry with you a knife or axe, 
Waterproof matches, a package of 
raisins or candy, a compass and map. 

8. Be signal conscious—three fires

are the international distress code. 
Build them in a triangle, 60° apart. Stay 
put. If you do not know the way back, 
stay in one place and prepare to stick 
it out. If you have to move, leave a 
note. 

4. Build a fire and shelter. 

5. Take stock. Take time to sur- 
vey what you have on you, and around 
you. 

“These skills, if not already known, 
should be learned,” the Kenora Lands 
and Forests officers emphasize. “No 
one knows when the aircraft or railway 
train he is riding in may crash land, 
or become derailed a hundred miles 
from civilization. Then, he may have 
to collect his resources and fight for 
survival.” 

If you become lost, always remem- 
ber panic can kill you!

S. LINDSAY 


On The Main Street 


Albert Cote, well known 
resident living on William 
Street, North, traces his an- 
cestry back over a century ago 
to a remote settlement in 
France. “I would like to visit 
France but that is merely a 
dream now that I have lived 
in Canada and in the good old 
town of Lindsay for four score 
years.” 

This gentleman who work- 
ed Jong hours, leaving school 
when he was very young, has 
witnessed many changes in 
Lindsay, its business structure 
and its people. His memory 
is as clear as a bell and he is 
a good conversationalist when 
it comes to memories of the 
past. 

He was born in a small 
frame house at the corner of 
William and Bond Streets, 
where the old woollen mill of- 
fice is now situated. “As kids, 
our family thought nothing of 
walking to the old Separate 
or Boys’ School on Russell 
Street,” said Mr. Cote. “They 
are about to demolish the old 
school and when that time 
comes I hope that someone 
will write its history, for many 
a bright young man graduated 
from this place of learning 
and many of them went a long 
way in the business and pro- 
fessional world.” 

“IT recollect the Wallace 
Woollen Mill which was locat- 
ed where the Horn building is 
now. Wallace was a_ short, 
stout gentleman and a good 
business man. He rigged up 
his own telephone and con- 
nected with telephones down 

town. His son, Harold, lives 
in B.C., and I understand has 
done well.” 

Mr. Cote remembers the 
Lindsay Button factory which 
was situated at the north-east 
corner of William and Bond 
Streets, which was owned by 
aman named Smith. “As a 
boy we watched the men work 
with a substance which look- 
ed like dough. This they plac- 
ed on a hot steam plate and 
then they used moulds to 
make the buttons. They used 
colouring for fancy buttons, 
but when these buttons were 
subjected to heat when gar- 
ments were being washed, the 
buttons would curl up in rip- 
ples.” 

Memories of the distant past 
include the time when Lindsay 
discarded gas street lights for 
electric carbon lights. When 
Sam Parkin and his brother 
Joe had a small dynamo and 
electric plant, when the Rees- 
ors were in charge of the first 
electric current distribution in 


Joyce was engineer at the 
Reesor plant at the corner of 
William and Wellington 
Streets, when A. L. Cote suc- 
ceeded his father in the oper- 
ation of a steam power plant 
at the Horn Woollen Mill. 
This same gentleman re- 
members when a man named 
Haslam lived at the south-east 
corner of William and Francis 
Streets and was the operator 
of a brewery which later be- 
came the Cornell Brewery. 
Before the introduction of 
the water works system resi- 
dents used hand pumps and 
deep wells and as time went 
on, many of these pumps were 
provided by a well digger 
named Dennis, The best flow- 
ing wells with the coolest wat- 
er in the neighbourhood hap- 
pened to be at the Callaghan 
property and on the old Zeu- 
felt property at the corner of 
Bond and William Streets, 
Zeufelt owned a long, shallow 
white frame home. He was a 
drayman by day and night, 
The present home of S, Cal- 
laghan on the east side of Wil- 
liam Street was considered to 
be built but somewhat of an 
oddity. The walls were built 
of boards, six inches wide and 
one inch thick and they were 
placed one on top of the other, 
running Jengthwise, 
The present site of the Mc- 
Crae Machine and Foundry 
plant was occupied by a low, 
tumble down frame machine 
shop run by a man named 
Makins, who owned two small 
rough cast houses at William 
and Wellington. “He was a 
good machinist,” said Mr. 
Cote, “and he later on became 
the bridge tender at Welling- 
ton Street.” 
The memory of Mr. Cote re- 
called the old Methodist 
Church at the south-west cor- 
ner of William and Welling- 
ton Streets, when it was later 
occupied by William Skitch, 
Carriage maker, father of 
Percy Skitch. 
WELDING PLANT 
For many years Mr. Cote 
ran a welding plant on the 
east side of William Street, 
the operation which is now 
carried on by his son, Cliff. 
In the welding business, Mr. 
Cote could rebuild and refix 
many an article, anything 
from a lady’s bracelet to wel- 
ding broken springs on auto- 
mobiles and farmers relied on 
Cote to weld almost “anything 
under the sun”, 
From the rear windows in 
the old welding shop he could 
look out and see large passen- 
ger steamers and small. craft 


fown, when a man named

River, and as time went by, 
he watched the old time Mo- 
del T Ford flutter and rattle 
past the front door to be re- 
placed by a Stanley steamer 
and then all the latest in fine 
automobiles. 

He has been a member of 
the Roman Catholic faith all 
his life, but recalled on more 
than one occasion when the 
late Walter Reesor, an official 
of Cambridge Street Method- 
ist Church had him visit the 
big edifice to look after the 
welding of the brass lectern 
or repair a noisy electric fan 
which worked in connection 
with the pipe organ. 

‘T felt timid at the time be- 
ing all alone in the big church 
but I soon got over that feel- 
ing and it was a pleasure and 
a real experience to be a 
friend of Walter Reesor.” 
Now eighty-three years old, 
friends of A,.L, Cote will join 
in wishing him many more 
years of good living.

Strolling by the old grocery 
store at the south-west corner 
of Sussex and Glenelg Streets 
the noise of Carpenter’s tools, 
hammer and saw, drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the buil 
ding is being turned into an 
apartment, one up and one 
down. 

Decade after decade has 
witnessed the gradual cessa- 
tion of the dld corner store. 

The store above was erected 
by Joe Staples, who will be 
remembered by many as he 
bore the nickname “Smiling 
Joe”. He was a veteran gro- 
cery man with an emporium 
at the corner of King and St. 
David Streets. He was always 
smiling. 


He was for several years 
Superintendent of the Queen 
Street Methodist Sunday 
School at the corner of Queen 
and Caroline Streets. This 
gentleman built the red brick 
store for his son-in-law Fred 
Bruce, who successfully ran 
the store for a number of 
years, being succeeded by Ken 
Simmons, who in turn was fol- 
lowed by George Langdon. 

Fred Bruce was for a time 
in the grocery business at the 
north-east corner of Sussex 
and Glenelg. The business 


was purchased from Sam 
Walker . . . there was a me- 
morable old time grocery 


man. He was short of stature, 
as was his gracious wife, who 
was a great help in the store. 


Sam Walker carried every- 
thing, well almost. Groceries, 
bits of china, the old plug of 
chewing tobacco with the 
maple leaf emblem on the 
face, pencils, slates, and scrib- 
blers, needles and thread, 
were usually in stock. He also 
sold “The Evening Post”. 


PEPPERMINT STICKS 


He is best remembered to 
this day, however, by young- 
sters of yesteryear who trip- 
ped into the corner store to 
buy peppermint sticks, maple 
sugar sticks, old time lozenges 
and also a chew of tobacco, a 
flat cake of delicious licorice, 
which also bore the stamp of 
the maple leaf. 

Once in a while he sold imi- 
tation Irish pipes, but instead 
of being clay, they were made 
of licorice. It was fun to imi- 
tate the grown-ups and expec- 
torate the black stuff. 

Stream lined super markets 
with their wheeled buggies 
and their self service ideas 
have pushed many of the old 
time corner stores out of busi- 
ness. 

There were two on King 
Street. Besides the Staples’ 
store, J. R. O'Neill was located 
at the north-east corner of 
King and St. David. He oper- 
ated a large store (the word 
‘operated’ was not heard of in 
those days). It was a farmers’ 
store and much bartering took 
place as the farmers and their 
wives brought in brown and 
white eggs, yellow butter, and 
sometimes chickens, ducks or 
geese, Homemade maple sy- 
rup was also a precious arti- 
cle, 

Before buying cheese, the 
customers were allowed to 
take a neat nibble or slice. 
O'Neill handled dresses of ca- 
lico for the women, a few 
pairs of work pants and boots 
and horse-hide gloves for the 
men, and carried candies for 
the children, It was a friend- 
ly store. 

The east ward was just 
about the busiest part of Lind- 
Say away back and other cor- 
ner stores were run by George 
Mills at the north-east corner 
of Caroline and King, and a 
Mrs. Hopkins ran a store at 
the north-east corner of Queen 
and St, Paul, now the well 
known Barney O'Neill store.

and hard liquor. I would ap- 
preciate your” opinion.~Mrs. 
Anonymous. 

Comment: I agree with your 
definition, Undoubtedly he is 
an alcoholic, There are hun- 
dreds of thousands like him 
throughout the United States 
who drink excessively 
and consider themselves ‘just 
social drinkers”, They base 
this on the fact that they can 
hold liquor; that it does not in- 
terfere with their jobs; that 
they hardly ever miss a day be- 
cause of hangovers or actual 
alcoholic stupor; that they are 
able to get along with their 
fellow workers; that their 
neighbours don’t even suspect 
that they take in so much al- 
cohol. 

But I can only agree that 
they might as well pin a badge 
on themselves announcing “J 
am an alcoholic”, For, until 
they do, they are hopelessly 
incurable. 

No alcoholic can recover 
from his drinking unless he 
actually admits that he is an 
alcoholic and wants to give up 
his drinking. Unless he does, 
he faces the possibilty of cir- 
rhosis of the liver, a lost job, 
a disrupted family with loss of 
wife and children, and a fall 
from the bottom rung into the 
gutter. (Sounds like low-grade 
fiction-but life can be like 
that.)

Speed can kill 


OPP Constable Grant Saunders, 
PRO officer for the Lindsay Detach- 
ment told “The Post” today that he was 
listening in on the radio messages pass- 
ed between the OPP aircraft flying over 
Highway 401 and an OPP interceptor 
car on the highway. “You would be 
amazed”, said Constable Saunders, 
‘Just how fast some of the cars are 
travelling. It isnot uncommon to hear 
the pilot advise the interceptor car to 
stop such and such a vehicle for speeds 
exceeding 85 and 90 miles an hour.” 

“Tt wouldn’t surprise me if in a couple 
of years cars came equipped with clear 


plastic top and have a swivel seat so 
that a passenger can act as an OPP air- 
craft spotter!” quipped Constable 
Saunders, 

The OPP knows that speed kills and 
the officers are determined to do all 
they can to keep the accident toll down. 
In the Lindsay district we have been 
fortunate to be accident free since last 
Sunday. (The fatalities south of Lind- 
say were in the Bowmanville OPP 
area). Constable Saunders urges mo- 
torists to exercise special care dur- 
ing the weekend when more tourists 
and visitors will be on our highways.

Protection through Insur ance 


‘Automobiles and life insurance have 
one thing in common—the basic model 
can be equipped with accessories de- 
signed to fit a family’s particular needs. 

In the case of life insurance, the ac- 
cessories amount to extra insurance. 
The simplest way to buy extras is to 
do so at the same time ag the basic 
policy. Many families, however, whose 
needs haye changed, decide to buy the 
extras later, and, in these cases, a 
company will probably require proof 
of continued insurability of the bread- 
winner. According to The Canadian 
Life Insurance Associaton, families use 
these extras to protect against every- 
thing from accidental death to loss of 
income through disability. 

Here are some of the typical areas a 
family might guard with extras: The 
Mortgage on the family home: Bill 
Jones, age 30, has bought a new home 
for $28,000. He’s used the $8,000 he 
cleared on the sale of his old home as 
the down payment, and is carrying a 
$20,000 mortgage, to be paid over 20 
years. 

He could add $20,000 of 20-year term 
insurance to his basic policy, but it 
would not precisely suit his needs be- 
cause the balance of the mortgage will 
be reduced each year. 

In this case, a decreasing term extra, 
whose benefits coincide roughly with 
the balance of his mortgage in any giy- 
en year, can be attached to his basic 
policy. Should he die before the mort- 
gage is paid off, the extra insurance 
will provide free and clear famliy own- 
ership of the home. 

Accidental death: Accidents are the 


third highest cause of policyholder 
deaths, and many families take out ex- 
tra insurance against this risk with an 
accidental death benefit clause. In the 
event of accidental death, a policy 
equipped with this accessory will pay 
at least twice the face amount to the 
beneficiary. 

Premium protection: A clause can 
be attached to a new policy which pre- 
vents it from lapsing in the event the 
policyholder suffers a total and perm- 
anent disability. Once the disability 
has been established (there is usually 
a few months’ waiting period involyed 
in this process) the premiums are waiy- 
ed. In other words, the life insurance 
company pays the premiums for the 
disabled person. 

Family income: Most insurance is 
designed as income protection in the 
event of the breadwinner’s death. But 
there is an extra, which can be attach- 
ed to a permanent policy, which will 
provide additional income during the 
time it is needed most — when the 
children are growing up. Over the 
years, more and more families have 
been having this accessory added. 

This amounts to a decreasing term 
policy added to the basic permanent in- 
surance and the benefit schedules are 
arranged to provide a level monthly in- 
come during the length of the term for 
which it is bought—until the youngest 
child reaches the age of 21, for exam- 
ple. 

Most people find they need an auto- 
mobile, and they like to have acces- 
sories on it. They can haye the “op- 
tional extras” on their life incurance at 
moderate cost, too. 


Famous Wildfowl trust 


Queen Elizabeth recently inaugur- 
ated a new research centre at the 
Slimbridge Wildfowl Trust, which was 
formed by Peter Scott in 1946 and oc- 
cupies nearly fifty acres of land oyer- 
looking the Severn estuary in the west 
of England. 

“Tt is here,” said Brian Roberts in a 
BBC broadcast, “that Peter Scott and 
his colleagues have built up the 
world’s most complete refence collec- 
tion of waterfowl. There are 147 full 
species of waterfowl] in existence; here 
at Slimbridge live and breed 126 —over 
2,000 birds. As one walks round the 
enclosures one can see the rare, the 
beautiful, and the aristocrats of the 
wildfowl world—ducks like the man- 

‘ darin with its sails and frills, and its 
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exotic eastern colouring; the king elder, 
with its striking black-and-white plu- 
mage, every bit a monarch.” 

Slimbridge attracts ornithologists 
from all over the world, and the pub- 
lic come in thousands. Over 1,500,000 
people have visited the Trust since it 
Was first opened. Perhaps the best 
example of what Slimbridge had done 
and still hoped to do on the serious 
side, said Roberts, was the case of the 
Hawaiian goose. 

“A few years ago the species was in 
danger of extinction; there were few- 
er than fifty. Now there are over 500. 
The Trust has managed to breed them 
in Gloucestershire, and for the past 
three years has been exporting Haw- 
alian geese back to Hawaii.”

From the earliest biblical

A bylaw to be prepared on 
authorization of Victoria Coun- 
ty Council will depend on act- 
ion by the legislative assembly 
before it can by ,ome effective. 

The Victoria County Council 
meeting as a standing commit- 
tee of Education, passed a mo- 
tion authorizing the prepara- 
tion of a bylaw to join the 
Township Public School areas 
of Carden and Mara as one 
township school area, and the 
Township Public School areas 
of Dalton and Rama as one 
township school area. The by- 
law to become effective pend- 
ing the passing of an amend: 
ment to the Public Schools Act 
presently in the process of re- 
ceiving second and third read- 
ing by the legislative assembly. 

County Clerk Frank Weldon 
read from Bill No. 154, an Act 
to amend the Pubile School 
Act, that the council of a 
County may, by a bylaw pass- 
ed before July 1st, add to a 
township school area, an area 
in an adjoining County pro- 
viding it is recommended by 
the County Public School Con- 
sultative Committees concern- 
ed.

100, that school board is dis 
solved and the township must 
join with another municipality 
and form an enlarged school 
area, When this takes place 
the public school principal 
must so advise the County 
Council. 

The townships of Carden 
and Dalton each found them- 
selves in this position, and the 
nearest feasible area to join 
with were the townships of 
Mara and Rama in Ontario 
County. 

Previous to the introduction 
of Bill 154 to amend the Pub- 
lic School Act, public school 
areas in separate Counties 
could not be joined, 

Transactions of this type 
must be recommended by the 
public school consultative com- 
mittee of the County involved 
and reported to the county 
council, Victoria county coun- 
cillors were told.

The question of the safety of Lind- 
gay arena arose recently following an 
inspection of town property by Mayor 
John Hakins. Certain areas of deter- 
foration were found at the bullding 
which caused some concern. 

Steps were taken Immediately to en- 
sure that the building was safe for 
present use by the means of temporary 
repairs, and before the summer school 
is allowed to operate a qualified engi- 
neer will Inspect the repairs and con- 
firm the building is safe. 

On a long term basis the situation Is 
not so clear. It might be possible to 
renovate the 84 year old building by a 
major repair programme costing per- 
haps $20,000, It may he necessary 
to pull down the rear portion and re- 
build at a cost as high as $80,000, 

Although no one wants to see the 
cost of complete rebuilding added to 
our already high tax bills, we concur 
wholeheartedly with statements made 
by Mayor Wakins and other members 
of the Recreation Commission that if 
engineers cannot give assurance of the 
complete safety of the building by re- 
pairs, the arena will be closed and pad- 
Jocked until it can be rebuilt. 

$80,000 for a new arena Is a lot of 
money. It is however a small sum 
compared with the lose of life should a 
disaster overtake our arena, 

We are satisfied that the Mayor and 
council and the Recreation Commission 

are Investigating the problem of the 
arena thoroughly. Should a complete 
rebullding become necessary, we can be 
sure it is In the best Interests of all 
concerned—particularly the thousands 
of young children who take thelr recre- 
ation In Lindsay arena every day.

Inter-faith Conference 


In Quebee City a Roman Catholic 
church opens its doors to scores of 
Protestant laymen, 

Out West, adherents of the Mennon- 
ite falth spent a day touring a mosque 
and meeting Moslems in Kdmonton, 

A continuous series of such social 
and educational exchanges between 
Canada’s many faith groups will light 
the fire of ecumenism across the coun- 
try during the 1967 Centennial. 

The Canadian Inter-faith Confer- 
ence has announced its ‘open house’’ 
project as one of seven nation-wide 
activities planned for Centennial year. 
The Conference, established through a 
grant from the Centennial Commission 
to plan and co-ordinate religious ob- 
servances during 1967, has attracted 
an unprecedented 31 faith groups from 
across Canada to its membership. 

Lavy M. Becker, former rabbi and 
Montreal businessman, is chairman of 
the Inter-faith Conference's 19-mem- 
ber board of directors which includes 
representatives of the Anglican, Ro- 
man Catholic, Mennonite, Presbyterian, 
Jewish, Baptist, United Chureh, Luther- 
an and Orthodox faiths, 


The Inter-faith Conference enyis- 
lons the open house project as a con- 
tinuous series of informal, ffiendly vis- 
its which will be both educationally and 
socially significant to the hosts and 
guests. 

While such multi-faith visits are not 
entirely new in Canada—for example, 
the Morman Chureh has sponsored a 
program called Meet the Mormons and 
informal, inter-faith gatherings have 
been held in church halls across the 
country—the Conference's open house 
venture will be on a larger scale than 
any previous inter-faith exchanges in 
Canada, 


In order to reach all age levels across 
the country, the Conference is recom- 
mending that individual churches and 
communities gear thelr open house 
visita to the entire family. The hold- 
ing of open houses across Canada 
could be a real factor in strengthing 
family relationships among adherents 
of all faiths,” maintains Rey, Stuart 
Ivison of Ottawa, representative of the 
Baptist Federation of Canada on the 
Inter-faith Conference's board of direc- 
tors, 


“People of different faiths—or of no 
faith at all—will be Invited to meet In 
places of worship in all parts of the 
country,” he explained. Rather than 
specify any particular (ime for the open 
house visits, the Inter-falth Gonference 
will leave the timing In each commun- 
ity entirely in the hands of the local 
inter-faith representatives or commit- 
tees. The Conference, however, has 
recommended that a substantial num- 
ber of open houses be held in January, 
1967, to get the idea rolling full speed 
ahead, then continue at regular Inter-

The House of Commons has 
passed the resolution recom- 
mending the setting up of a 
health resources fund, and 
given first reading to a bill to 
allocate monies to the fund, 
But it has been left with the 
lingering doubt as to whether 
the establishing of the fund is, 
as several Members of Parlia- 
ment put it, “too little too 
late”. The resolution was in- 
troduced by Health Minister 
MacBachen and provides for a 
fund of $500 million to be 
spent over the next fifteen 
years. The money will be 


spent to train people to pro- 
vide medical care services and 
to endeavour to catch up in 
areas where trained person- 
nel are in short supply. Dis- 
bursements from the fund 
will also be made for capital 
grants for the construction, 
renovation, and basic equip- 
ment for research establish- 
ments, teaching hospitals, me- 


dical schools and training fa- 
cilities for essential health 
personnel. However the oper- 
ating costs of these establish- 
ments will not be financed out 
of the fund. 

Since health matters are the 
joint responsibility of the fed- 
eral and provincial govern- 
ments operation of the fund 
will require close co-operation 
between the two levels. Re- 
quests for assistance from the 
fund will come from the pro- 
vinces, 

Opposition spokesmen were 
complimentary toward the 
principle of the fund. They 
pointed to the ever-increasing 
need for more doctors, den- 
tists, nurses, technicians, ra- 
diologists and for physio- 
therapists. One Opposition 
Member said that the fund 
was not half enough to meet 
this need. Another pointed to 
a report prepared by the Asso- 
ciation of Canadian Medical 
Colleges which estimates that 
in the next four years alone, 
the cost of building programs 
will amount to approximately 
$514 million. That the setting 
up of the fund will not be suf- 
ficient to combat the “brain 
drain” from Canada in the 
medical and related profes- 
sions became evident from 
the speeches of several mem- 
bers who are doctors. 

They pointed to the fact 
that there is what appears to 
be an increasing flow of medi- 
cally trained people to the 
United States, which fortun- 
ately has been almost offset 
by the immigration to Canada 
of foreign - trained medical 
personnel, 

In order to stem the out- 
ward flow of Canadian doc-

At various periods in its history, the 
territory of Trinidad has been sought or 
used by many nations for many rea- 
sons. The Spaniards, who discovered 
the island in the 15th century, held 
onto it for 800 years merely as a base 
for El Dorado operations on the South 
American mainland. The French and 
Dutch made good use of it as a naval 
base, and the U.S. during the last war, 
had an army and naval base there. 

The British, however, were the ones 
who, in the 18th century, really saw 
the value of the island, both for it own 
rich resources and as a trading market. 
At that time no one suspected there was 
oil on the island and that Trinidad 
would become one of the biggest oil 
producers in the British Common- 
wealth. The man who first assessed 
the {island’s potential was Lt. Col. 
Thomas Picton, who in 1797 was ap- 
pointed military governor by the man 
who conquered the Spaniards, Sir 
Ralph Abercromby. Picton, in a letter 
to Britain’s secretary of state in 1799, 
pressed for Britain to acquire the is- 
land. 

“The harbor,” he wrote, “is the most 
capacious, safe, and healthy in all these 
seas, the only one where a fleet can lay 
without imminent danger during the 
hurricane. It affords convenient and 
safe anchorage for all the royal as well 
as the mercantile marine of Great Brit- 
ain. The island contains an inexhaust- 
ible lake of excellent pitch, building 
timber in abundance, and a favorable 
situation for a careenage, with suffic-

He went on: “Hncouragement would 
induce the poor white inhabitants who 
exist in a state of extreme misery at 
Barbaros and many other of the old 
islands as well as a number of free 
people of colour to establish themselves 
here.” 

He ended: “The possession of the 
territory will likewise facilitate the 
commerce of cattle and mules as well 
as profitable intercourse with the 
continent.” By control of the Orinoco, 
he said, “our manufactures might pen- 
etrate as far as Lima, Quito, and the 
South Sea.”

‘Medical doctors should be 
more capable to decide the 
need of post-mortems than le- 
gal advisors,” said Victoria 
County Warden George Fin- 
ney in moving that Victoria 
County Council not concur 
with a resolution circulated by 
the Counties of Dundas, Stor- 
mont, and Glengarry. The 
motion was seconded by Emily 
deputy-reeve Edward Lowes 
and passed unanimously. 


The resolution circulated 
by the three Counties of Dun- 
das, Stormont and Glengarry 
inferred that coroners have 
no legal training and it was 
the opinion of the counties re- 
commending the resolution 
that many post-mortems were 
held unnecessarily, causing 
an added expense for the 
counties. 


Victoria County Council 
members were told that post- 
mortems are usually held 
when the local doctor is un- 
able to definitely establish 
the cause of a death. The cor- 
oner’s fee for performing a 
post-mortem is $100.

County Council members 
today discussed methods of 
recovering back taxes and 
were told one of two methods 
could be used,, but the meth- 
od chosen must be followed 
throughout the county. 

Clerk Frank Weldon said in 
recent years when property is 


expenses are deducted by the 
town and the balance is put in 
a trust account and may be 
claimed by the rightful owner 
following making proper ap- 
plication, Several of the Vic- 
toria County Council mem- 
bers fayoured this method. 
Warden George Finney point- 
ed out that the rightful owner 
may reclaim his property 
within the period of one year 
provided he repaid the money 
paid for the property plus 10 


percent surcharge on the tax 


offered for sale by the county 
for the recovery of back taxes, 
only that portion of the pro- 
perty necessary to cover the 
back taxes based on the top 
bid, is transferred to the new 
owner. He said he knew of 
instances where the new own- 
er was given a deed to a piece 
of property seven feet by six 
feet which valued at the top 
bid covered the less than $100 
back taxes in that instance. 
The clerk told of another case 
when the purchaser received 
a strip of land 254 feet by 18 
inches.

Halls and classrooms of the 
Lindsay Collegiate and Voca- 
tional School buzzed with the 
excited voices of grade eight 
students and their parents yes- 
terday, The occasion was the 
annual invitation extended by 
the secondary school to Lind- 
say students who will be enter 
ing grade nine in September. 
Rural grade eight students and 
parents are visiting the L.C.VI. 
today for the orientation and 
tour. 

Nearly 350 inquisitive pupils 
and parents gathered in the 
cafetorium to be welcomed by 
the principal, W. S. W. 
Breese, the vice-principal, J. 
E. Staples, and the head of 
guidance, Miss L. Corneil. 

Mr. Breese, in his opening 
remarks, outlined some impor- 
tant changes that were neces- 
sary in the operation of the 

school next term because of the 

large number of students en- 
rolling.. He stated that the 
L.C.V.I. was now one of the 
largest district high schools in 
Ontario with an anticipated 
school population of 1800 pu- 
pils and 80 teachers in the 
fall. The visitors were also 
told that the Increase in en- 
rollment had been 100 to 125 
students each year for the last 
five years. 

One important change ex- 
plained by the principal was 
the adoption of a shift system. 
The school is not equipped to 
handle 1800 students during 
regular hours and many Lind- 


say pupils will be required to) , 


attend classes either from 
8:00 am‘until 3:15 p.m. or 
from 10.30 a.m. until 5.00 p.m. 
The town students only would 
be affected by the change in 
time because of the impracti- 
cality of revising bus sche- 
dules for pupils travelling in 
from the rest of the county. 
Mr. Breese also stated that 
grade nine and ten students 
would be receiving their edu- 
cation on a shift basis and the 
choice of options taken by the 
students would determine 
whether they would be on the 
early, regular, or afternoon 
shift. 
Another new feature the 
school is adopting is the six- 
day cycle. The principal told 
the visitors that many other 
district high schools were al- 
ready working on the six-day 
basis and found it to be very 
favourable, Much to the relief 
of the grade eight students 
Mr. Breese stated this did not 
mean that school would be 
open on Saturday. “In fact”, 
he reiterated, “if you do come 
on Saturdays, you will be all 
alone because there will not 
be any teachers here.” The 
new system means that Mon- 
day will be ‘day one,’ Tuesday 
will be ‘day two’, and so on un- 
til the following Monday which 
becomes ‘day six’. This means 
there will be no interruption in 
teaching because of holidays 
or schoo] shut-down. 
Following Mr. Breese, Miss 
Corneil outlined the services 
available to the students from 
the school guidance depart- 
ment, She stated that in a 
school as large as the L.C.V.I. 
it was important for the stu- 
dents to keep in touch with 
the teachers who do the coun- 
selling and help to solve other 
problems which may arise in 
the new surroundings and un- 
der the different system of 
Operation.

HEART ATTACK, 
HEART FAILURE? 
WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE? 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I have 
two dear friends who were 
admitted to the hospital on the 
same day. One is suffering 
from heart failure and the 
other from a heart attack. Is 
there a difference? Mrs. J. 

Comment: It’s a question of 
semantics as well as actual me- 
dical differentiation, It de- 
pends upon who says it and 
how. 

For example, here is a pa 
tient who has had rheumatic 
heart disease for many years. 
Apparently well, one night he 
is awakened by shortness of 
breath, and cough. The doctor 
comes, He finds that he has a 
bad heart valve which has put 
unnatural strain on the heart 
muscle for years, At last the 
heart is unable to perform its 
full functions and these symp- 
toms arise. 

Now, his doctor would say 
his patient is suffering from 
heart failure; but his friends, 
on hearing about it, might say: 
“Jim's in the hospital with a 
heart attack.” 

Jim is put on digitalis, oxy- 
gen therapy diuretics (to lose 
excess fluid), an low sodium 
diet, rest, and other thera- 
peutic measures. His heart 
failure is controlled and he 
returns home and to work. 

How about the patient with 
a heart attack? Commonly, this 
term is reserved for patients 
who have suddenly suffered an 
attack of coronary occlusion. 

A thrombus, or clot, has cut

onary arteries which supply 
the heart with blood. 

Whether at rest or active, 
there is sudden, severe chest 
pain, profuse sweating, weak 
irregular pulse, drastic drop in 
blood pressure, aprehension, 
anyone can tell that here is a 
seriously ill patient. Because 
of lack of circulation, a part of 
the heart muscle becomes use- 
less, Whether or not the pa- 
tient recovers will depend upon 
the extent itself by forming 
new blood vessels (collateral 
circulation) in this area to take 
over the work of the coronary 
artery which has become use- 
less, 


HOSPITAL CARE 

The patient with an attack 
should be admitted to the hos- 
pital as soon as possible — to 
a coronary care unit, if there is 
one in the area, Here he will 
receive the necessary oxygen, 
heart stimulants, blood thin- 
ners, electrocardiagraphic mo- 
nitoring and electrical stimu- 
lation (if necessary, to control 
the rhythm of the heartbeats). 
After a number of weeks of 
proper treatment, this coron- 
ary patient recovers from his 
heart attack and also returns 
home and to work. 


Sometimes there’s another 
confusing term used in peo- 
ple who have had a heart at- 
tack. You hear that so-and-so 
has had an “infarction” (not 
spelled infraction), This 
means that the electrocardio- 
grams show, without question, 
that the shuting off of part of 
the coronary circulation has

FALLING HAIR 

AND THYROID 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Please is 
there anything that can stop 
my son’s falling hair? Six 
‘years ago at the age of 17 he 
had acne so bad I sent him to 
a skin _ specialist who 
treated him with X rays. 
After seven or eight treat- 
ments his hair started falling 
out at an alarming rate. The 
acne improved but the falling 
hair persists. He used to have 
a fine head of hair, but now it 
has receded way back. 

But that isn’t my chief con- 
cern. Shortly after his hair 
started falling out he was with- 
out pep or energy. A metabol- 
ism test and a PBI showed an 
underactive thyroid. He now 
takes three grains of thyroid 
extract a day. Now please teil 
me, could X-ray treatments 
have injured his thyroid? If 
so will they cause cancer of 
the thyroid? Worried.—Mrs.

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: What) 


is a heart “infraction”? Is it 
serious? Is it possible for a 
person to have two heart in- 
fractions and live? My hus- 
band has just had his second 
attack.-Mrs. L. 

Comment; The word is “in- 
farction” - - not “infraction’.’ 
This is a common error, Like 
saying “prostrate” gland in 
stead of the correct “prostate” 
gland. 

But what’s in a name? What's 
in a spelling? What you are 
most interested in is your hus- 
band’s infarction, and his 
chances for recovery and re- 
turn to a normal business and 
home life. 

Let’s define it simply. In- 
farction means that a portion 
of the heart’s muscle, deprived 
of its normal blood supply be 
cause coronary thrombosis has 
cut off its circulation, has be- 
come useless. Immediately at- 
ter the attack the muscle be- 
comes inflamed. Later it de- 
generates and is replaced by 
scar tissue. 

If a large coronary artery 
has been plugged by a throm- 
bus, the infarct may be so 
large that the heart musle, 
mortally weakened, cannot 
carry on. This is especially 
true if the patient has not de- 
veloped ‘collateral circulation’ 
(reserve arterial pathways and 
other avenues of blood supply} 
over the years. ;

It may or 
may mot be serious--your own 
doctors will explain, depend- 
ing on the results of their phy- 
sical estimations and labora- 
tory tests. But I think it will 
give you (and others) some 
measure of optimism, when I 
tell you that I once reported in 
a medical journal the case of 
a 50-year-old man who had two 
severe myocardial infarctions- 
yet lived until 70. Trite but 
true: While there’s life 
there's hope.

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Straight from the heart 


A system which makes it possible to 
transmit an electrocardiogram of a pa- 
tient’s heart-beats over the telephone 
has been devised by Professor Payne 
of the Royal College of Surgeons in 
London. , 

Speaking about it in the BBC World 
Service ‘Science and Industry’ pro- 
gramme, Professor Payne explained 
that this was a very different matter 
from simply sending heart-beats over 
the telephone, which could be done by 
merely positioning a receiver against 
the patient’s chest. With his system 
the electrical impulses from the heart 
were sent, starting off as an ordinary 
electrocardiogram, then converted into 
a sound impulse, sent over the wire by 
means of a transmitter, and at the oth- 
er end received and converted back into 
the ordinary electrical complex, which 
Was presented on an oscilloscope band. 

There was some modification to the 
ordinary electrocardiographic leads 
used in picking up the impulses, which 
consisted of metal plates attached to 
the skin with a layer of jelly in between. 
They had worked on eliminating the 
jelly, which limited the length of time 
for placing the electrodes in position, 
and the length of time for recording. 
And by using small radio transmitters 
applied directly to the patient, they el- 
iminated the need for wires as well. 

Besides its obvious application in the 
operating theatre, Professor Payne 
said, the system had particular value 
in the monitoring of patients during the 
post-operative period. “And, of 
course, in any ward where intensive 
care and therapy is carried out, it 
means that you have an instant record 
of what Is taking place at any particu-

Fall pasture 


“Supplementary pasture is one an- 
swer to lack of moisture and the effects 
of summer grazing that ruin pasture 
production in fall”, advises Mr. C. H. 
Kingsbury, Ontario Department of 
Agriculture and Food, Guelph. 

“Tf a farmer foresees a pasture short- 
age, even the last week in August isn’t 
too late to sow that extra insurance 
crop, and many alternatives can be 
used, For instance, up until early 
July, Sudangrass at 25 pounds per 
acre, sown With a grain drill and ade- 
quately fertilized, creates pasture in a 
hurry. This crop can first be grazed 
after it reaches 11% feet in height and, 
as it regains this height, cattle can be 
turned on the pasture again. Sudan- 
grass itself is probably preferable to 
Sudan sorghum hybrids from the point 
of view of pasture. 

“In early July, fodder rape at 114 
pounds per acre in 21- to 28-inch drills 
can be sown too. This is one crop that 


can be fertilized well with 10 to 15 tons 
of manure per acre instead of com- 
mercial fertilizer. Rape is good fall 
grazing for a beef herd provided that 
supplementary hay is always available 
to reduce the bloat problems. 

“If a supplementary crop hasn't 
already been sown by August, then 
oats seeded on stubble land at this 
time will, six or seven weeks later, pas- 
ture a thirty-head herd for approxi- 
mately three weeks. In palatability, 
availability of seed, and ease of seeding, 
this supplementary crop is outstanding. 
As a last resort, fall rye can be sown 
Jater in the months and, like oats, 
should be sown at 214 bushels per 
acre. While rye provides almost as 
much feed as oats, it’s not quite so 
palatable. However, rye has one ad- 
wantage: after the first frost, there's 
still some pasture. The equivalent of 
300 pounds per acre of 10-10-10 fertil- 
izer should be used for all these supple- 
mentary fall pasture crops.” 


Water Safety 


Canada has a wealth of lakes, rivers 
and seashores and also an abundance 
of drownings. Increases in the yearly 
number of drownings ean be prevented 
if every person will exercise an extra 
measure of care in his water sports. 

Swimmers are reminded to seek in- 
struction from qualified teachers and 
to learn the basic techniques of life- 
saving. At no time should persons 
swim when overtired or directly after 
a meal. In addition young children, 
especially, should be provided with life 
preservers when they are playing in or 
near the water. These and other pre- 
cautions will insure a safe and pleasant 
season for every swimmer. 

Life preservers are essential, too, for 
water skiers and for boat operators. It 


is wise to be prepared for tumbles 
which on the water may happen unex- 
pectedly. In addition, boat operators 
will find an excellent guide to the safe 
operation of watercraft in the booklet 
“Safety Afloat”, available free of 
charge from the Department of Trans- 
port in Ottawa or from any customs 
officer or R.C.M.P. 

When all is said and done, water 
safety is a matter of common sense— 
the common sense which saves lives.

order to accommodate extra 
patients during the period of 
the shortage. 

The situation was blamed 
partly on accident cases put- 
ting an extra strain on the hos- 
pital’s facilities and staffing 
requirements. 

However, said Mr. Freeborn 
although the hospital has had 
its share of accident cases ad 
mitted recently, the staff has 
been able to deal with the ex- 
tra load satisfactorily. 

“As an example of the ef- 
fect accidents have on bed uti- 
lization”, said Mr. Freeborn, 
“we had to cancel 13 elective 
admissions during the past 
week because the beds had to 
be used for the accident vic- 
tims”. 

Mr. Freeborn said that as of 

last Wednesday the hospital 
had 146 medical, surgical and 
paedriatic patients booked 
ahead to August 28, awaiting 
admission. He said all beds 
were booked solid to July 17, 
with only a bare minimum of 
beds being reserved for emer- 
gencies. 
.| Meanwhile plans are pro- 
gressing for the hospital ex- 
pansion programme which is

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The Board of Works 


One of the most difficult and most 
criticized departments in the council to 
chair is the Board of Works. Works 
carried out by the board must of nec- 
essity be inconvenient to many citizens 
and the Board of Works chairman 
bears the brunt of criticism the whole 
year round, 

He is criticized when a street isn't 
oiled and dust flies everywhere, he is 
criticized when streets are oiled and 
children track in the tar. He is criti- 
eized when roads are bumpy and when 
they are torn up to be fixed. He is a- 
bused when streets are widened to fa~ 
cilitate the flow of traffic and when 
trees have to be removed. 

In the winter he receives dozens of 
irate phone calls when streets and side- 
walks are not plowed quickly enough 
after a snow storm. 

Although this newspaper has levied 
criticism (constructive we hope) on 


chairmen of the Board of Works (past 
and present), we wish also to make 
public our awareness of the many prob- 
lems the chairman faces and state our 
sincere belief that the present chair- 
man is doing an excellent job. 


Councillor Dayid Logan has been on 
Lindsay town council for a number of 
years and his performance has been 
most commendable especially in the 
difficult Board of Works position. 

Mr. Logan brings to council cogent 
argument backed with substantial 
facts. He is interested in producing 
for Lindsay road works that will last, 
and refuses to cut costs just to make 
apparent savings. He is however, 
most conscious of the need to obtain 
the maximum, long-term benefit for 
the taxpayer's dollar. 

It is a difficult job, and an easily crit- 
ieized one. Councillor Logan is doing 
a fine job for Lindsay. 


U.S. Supreme Court Making the law 


The United States Supreme Court 
judgment putting sweeping limitations 
on the power of police to question sus- 
pects taken into custody has caused 
a great deal of heart-searching in Can- 
ada. Do our police practices give the 
suspect the protection he is entitled to 
against self-incrimination? The con- 
sensus is that they do and that it can 
safely be left to the courts to decide 
in the specific case whether the police 
have gone too far in interrogation. 

There is another aspect to this judg- 
ment that must cause heart-searching 
in the United States. This is the pow- 
er the Supreme Court assumes not only 
to interpret the law but to make it, 
True, the court majority in this five to 
four decision entered its own caveat 
when it encouraged “Congress and 
the states to continue their laudable 
search for increasingly effectve ways of 
protecting the rights of the individual 
while promoting efficient enforcement 
of our criminal laws”. But the major- 
ity then goes on to say: “The following 
safeguards must be observed”. It then 
proceeds to lay down the law, when all 
it is really entitled to do is to say: 
“These are the rules this court will fol- 
low in dealing with the particular case,” 


This propensity of the Supreme Court 
to assume wider and Wider jurisdiction 
has been the subject of widespread dis- 
cussion in the law schools before this. 
Its constitutional jurisdiction is limited 
but of its own motion it has widened 
this jurisdiction to take in areas that 
properly fall to Congress or the state 
legislatures. 

It has been pointed out that some 
safeguard lies in the right of Congress 
or the state legislatures to reverse sta- 
tutory interpretation made by the court 
by amending the statutes. Yet when 
the court makes a judgment as sSweep- 
ing as the one now under discussion, 
these is a tendency to assume that 
what it says is and must be the law, 
When in fact the law-making power 
still belongs to Congress and the state 
legislatures. Even the court’s jurisdic- 
tion depends, as one, commentator has 
put it, upon the sufferance of Congress, 
which under the Constitution could cut 
off Supreme Court review of all cases 
except those which arise under the or- 
iginal jurisdiction of the court, such 
as cases in which a state is a party. 

We order these things better in Can- 
ada. No court in this country would 
dare assume law-making powers.

A one-two traffic punch on weekend 


Ontario's traffic authorities are brac- 
ing for a one-two traffic punch this 
weekend. 

Beginning Thursday, thousands of 
Ontario motoriste—taking advantage 
of the July 1 weekend—are expected 
to be out on the roads of the Province. 
And they will be followed in close suc- 
cession by a host of U. §. visitors whose 
July 4 holiday falls this year on Mon- 
day. 

- This unusual Friday-Monday combi- 
nation is expected to tax roads and 
“highways to capacity particularly in 
-Border areas and the cottage country. 

“The individual driver will be called 
-upon to show exceptional caution and 
courtesy,” said Hon. Irwin Haskett, 
Minister of Transport. “With so many 
visitors on our roads our normal holi- 
day traffic hazards will be multiplied.” 

The Minister stressed the responsi- 
bility of the individual driver in road 
accidents. “Our statistics have shown 
that most accidents are caused by the

4. Plan your trip ahead of time, 
Maps should be consulted before you 
set Out, not when you arrive at a 
cross-road, Indecision can and does 
trigger accidents.

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National Farm Safety 


very year a week in July is set aside 
as National Farm Safety Week. This 
has been established in recognition of 
the many hazards involved in farming 
and of the care which is needed to a- 
yoid injury and death on the farm. 

Farm accidents may be caused by 
machinery or animals, however, in most 
cases, mishaps result simply from hu- 
man negligence. For this reason safe- 
ty precautions and regulations are es- 
tablished so that farm workers may 
avoid injury to themselves and their 


property. 

Farmers are warned that allowing 
young children to drive a tractor or 
other large piece of farm equipment 
can be a dangerous business. In spite 
of pictures in the press showing young 
children driving farm machinery, this 
practise is extremely dangerous, Wyen 
a sixteen year old will find trouble in 
operating the heavy machinery. 

When safety procedures become a 
habit, accidents onthe farm are de- 
creased. 


Dominion Day weekend 


In 1965, during the month of July, 
15,556 persons in Canada were injur- 
ed in traffic aceldents—the most of any 
month of the year. It is understand- 
able that the Dominion Day weekend, 
being the first holiday in the summer, 
should tempt families to seek the open 
road. And it 1s also understandable 
that the Increased holiday traffic is a 


danger sign, warning the motorist to 
take éxtra precautions in holiday traf- 
fic. 

By observing the rules of the road 
and excercising the common courtes- 
jes of driving, the motorist can de- 
crease the occurrence of holiday acel- 
dents while protecting the lives of him- 
self and his family, 


Supervision Saves Lives 


For years, the Red Cross has been 
advising us to supervise our children 
when they go near the water. Yet, the 
toll of child drownings continues. 


It’s not enough simply to tell our 
youngsters they mustn't go near 
the water unless there’s an adult pres- 
ent. Children disobey many things but 
we scold them until they obey. 

Water is fascinating to a child. It 
provides a means of having fun, It’s 
difficult for a parent to scold a child 
for wanting to have a bit of fun, but the 
fact still remains that water is danger- 
ous. You cannot have fun in if, on it 


or beside it unless. you know what its 
dangers are. 

It takes only a few short seconds for 
a child to drown. ‘That is why the Red 
Cross recommends constant supervis- 
jon of children when they're near the 
water. 


A child’s disobedience should be suit- 
ably punished. However, his desire 
to play in or near the water is not like- 
ly to be dampened asaresult, The ob- 
vious answer is to enroll him in a Red 
Cross Water Safety Course where he'll 
learn how to swim and learn about 
water dangers. 


The Poison Ivy Hazard 


Every year many families return 


home from a pleasant picnic or trip 
to the cottage and find some members 
of the group, shortly afterwards, plagu- 
ed by the syndrome recognized as poi- 
son ivy, (reddened and itchy skin in 
mild cases to water blisters in severe 
cases.) 

Hither direct contact with the poison 
ivy plant or secondary contact through 
clothing, shoes, household pets, etc., 
that have come in contact with the 
plant is necessary before one can con- 
tract the disease which is caused by 
actions of poisonous toxins in this 
weed. 

Ontario Department of Agriculture 
weed specialists suggest that, since 
poison ivy can be found growing almost 
anywhere in Ontario, it is important 
that one be able to recognize it. 

Look for a leaf composed of three 
leaflets that change color as they ma- 
ture from a reddish tinge to dull or 
shiny dark green. In the fall, the clus- 


ters of grayish to white, waxy-looking 
berries lined like small, peeled oranges 
stand out as a means of identification. 
Habit of growth varies from a thick 
carpet composed of many plants a few 
inches high to a vine-like creeper. 

Don't let poison ivy grow around 
your cottage site. Amitrole is a very 
effective herbicide to spray on this pest. 
Other brush killers may also be used. 
Spraying is most effective in early sum- 
mer but, because of its extensive und- 
erground root system, regrowth may 
occur and a second application is usu- 
ally necessary. Remember, of course, 
when using the herbicides to read the 
label carefully and follow the manufac- 
turer’s directions.

Hovercraft trials 


The British Ministry of Defense has 
informed the British Hovercraft Corp- 
oration of the Government’s intention 
to place orders for the development and 
construction of two prototype hover- 
craft. The orders are subject to con- 
tract negotiations, 

The hovercraft will be powered by 
single Bristol Siddeley Proteus engines. 
One will be designed as a fast patrol 
boat and the other as a logistics sup- 
port craft, 

Up to the present,service trials of 
hovercraft in the Far Hast have been 
confined to the military uses of small 
craft designed for civil purposes. In 
Canada, the civil uses of hovercraft 
have been tested in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, 


The results of the trials in both the 


Far Hast and Canada have been very 


encouraging, and arrangements are be- 
ing made to equip an Army unit with 
SRN6 Hovercraft for service in the Far 
Hast early in 1967. 

The British Hovercraft Corporation 
has now submitted new designs for a 
craft based on the SRN5/SRNG6 layout. 
This would be capable of accepting, on 
acommon hull, either a fast patrol 
boat armament of 2 to 5 tons with an 
eight-hour endurance, or a logistic craft 
with a range of 100 miles carrying a 
15-ton payload. 

The craft's speed and characteristics 
over shallow water and mud banks 
would make ft attractive as a fast pa- 
trol boat; and there would be many 
advantages in its ability to convey 
men, vehicles and equipment over des- 
ert, mudbanks, swamps and water 
more rapidly than by other means, 


Clever but tiresome 


The trouble with so many of the doc- 
umentary films shown on television 
today is that they are too clever to 
watch! The people responsible for 
these films seem to be more concerned 
about arty camera work, with trick 
shots than they are In conveying the 
message of the documentary. 

We watched one on Sunday, The 
camera flicked from face to face, time 
after time In an effort to convey to the 
viewer the over-population that exists 
today. Most effective—in moderation. 

The same technique was used to flash 
house after house on the screen until 
the eyeballs of the viewer closed {n- 
voluntarily in protest.

new method of traffic control 
by aeroplanes being employed 
by Ontario Provincial Police. 

Traffic control from the air 
is now being used on Highway 
115 in the Peterboro area and 
police say it will spread to 
Victoria and Haliburton areas. 


The reason for the new 
method of traffic control is 
that some traffic offences can 
be more easily spotted from 
the air than on the ground and 
a closer check can be main- 
tained on traffic in the area 
by air observers. 
In recent years the Ontario 
Department of Highways and 
the Ontario Provincial Police 
have been concerned with the 
number of motor vehicle acci- 
dents and the number of 
deaths and serious injuries re- 
sulting from them, as well as 
the extensive property dam- 
age caused and they were 
prompted to initiate the air 
patrol system. 

Statistics show that from 
1964 to 1965, there was a 15 
percent increase in accidents 
in Ontario, a 9.6 percent in- 
crease in the number of fatal 
accidents and a 13.1 percent 
increase in the number of peo- 
ple killed on the highways. 

In the Lindsay - Peterboro 
area, the number of fatal ac- 
cidents so far this year is 
double last year‘s total, In 
1965 there were 10 accidents 
resulting in fatalities and to 
date in 1966 there have been 
20. In the twenty accidents, 
27 people have been killed.

The highway is marked with 
white “T-bars’ spaced about 
a quarter-mile apart. The spot- 
ter has a calibrated stop- 
watch and when he sees a 
speeder he clocks the vehicle 
from one marker to the next. 
When he has four or five 
clocks on a vehicle he contacts 
a police cruiser on the ground 
who. intercepts the vehicle he 
indicates. 


It takes 15 seconds for a ve- 
hicle to travel from one “T- 
bar” to’ the next at 60 miles 
per hour.

Mrs. Reeds added a few 
more comments regarding the 
accidents which occur at this 
time of the year during hay 
ing time when more children 
are killed and injured by fall- 
ing from hay wagons than any 
other machine. Mrs. Reeds 
advocated protective masks 
and clothing when using the 
different pesticides, and that 
the local Farm Safety Council 
of Agricultural Representa- 
tive would tell anyone where 
to obtain these masks. 

A slow moving vehicle was 
displayed by Mrs. Reeds and 
its use explained. Traffic ac- 
cidents claimed 244 farm 
tractors on Ontario highways 
during 1965. Four people 
were killed and 113 injured. 
Most of these accidents occur- 
red on dry straight roads dur- 
ing the daylight. The majority 
were rear-end collisions which 
indicates the urgent need for 
a Slow Moving Vehicle sign on 
all farm equipment to warn 
motorists. 

One of the operators of these 
tractors was a 10 year -old 
boy. Some Ontario farmer 
trusted the life of his 10 year 
old boy on a tractor in fast 
traffic. The sign is a triangu- 
lar orange and red and it will 
make the highways safer when 
all motorists recognize the tri- 
angle as a warning of a slow 
vehicle. 

ELIMINATE HAZARDS 

Accidents are the number 
one threat to the life of the 
safety of Ontario’s children. 
At one time, disease was the 
leading killer but today’s mod- 
ern medicines and vaccines 
have cut the death rate from 
disease to only half that of 
deaths caused by accident. 
Children don’t think of dan- 
ger so parents must eliminate 
the hazards and teach child- 
ren to live safely.

Dear Dr, Steincrohn;: I con- 
sider myself a healthy woman 
-and my doctor agrees with 
me, after a recent physical ex: 
amination. But it’s the little 
things that bugs me, ashamed 
as 1 am to be complaining 
when J am in such good heath. 

My complaint is directed at 
my nails. They are so brittle 
that they are beginning to 
make me nervous. They chip 
and split and look simply aw: 
ful. If you'll forgive my seem-, 
ing so disrupted over such a 
little thing, I hope you'll have 
some suggestion for what 
must be a common problem.~ 
Mrs. D. 

Comment: As you say, it’s 
the little things that often bug 
us, but unfortunately we lo 
not always have something 
like DDT to exterminate the 
molesters. 

For example, consider brif- 
tle nails, 1 know of no specific 
treatment that will help. Peo- 
ple ask me-and this is the 
most common question-how 
about gelatin? Although a few 
patients swear by large doses 
of gelatin daily to help their 
nails, I doubt that it is a gen- 
erally effective remedy, al- 
though there’s no harm in try- 
ing. 

Others say they have had 
good luck using nail harden- 
ers containing a formaldehyde 
base. Unfortunatey, many

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Will 
you explain the difference be- 
tween angina pectoris and cor- 
onary artery disease?-Mr. T. 

Comment; Not different. 
Coronary artery disease indi- 
cates that there’s some inter- 
ference with the circulation of 
the blood in the coronary ar 
teries, usually due to an Un- 
derlying atherosclerosis (de- 
posits of lime and fat in the 
walls of the arteries, narrow- 
ing the lumen, and decreasing 
blood supply to the heart). 

Coronary artery disease is 
a problem on two major fronts: 
coronary thrombosis and ali- 
gina pectoris. In coronary 
thrombosis there is usually a 
sudden closure of a coronary 
artery or one of its branches 
causing the typical heart at- 
tack: sweating, severe chest 
pain, nausea, vomiting, plum- 
meting blood pressure, weak 
irregular pulse. The attack 
may occur at rest. It may re- 
quire a number of weeks for 
treatment and recovery. 

On the other hand, angina is 
usually due to a slow closure 
of a coronary, over a period 
of months and years. The pa-

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: For 
quite a while now I have been 
troubled by a terrific itching 
over the most of my body, es- 
pecially the legs, arms and 
chest. This is both embarras- 
sing and annoying. T will ap 
preciate your opinion as to the 
cause, 

There's no evidence of red- 
ness or hives on the skin-just 
the itching, It’s not constant. 
Just comes and goes. I am 
60 and aside from this itching 
am in good health. 

I have heard that this is due 
to improper functioning of the 
nerves. Also, that it might he 
due to a deficiency of vita- 
mins. My conclusions are 
based only on what I have 
heard. I confess I haven't 
been to a doctor yet. Will you 
advise?—Mrs. W. 

Comment: You are depend- 
ing on hearsay (evidence). You 
will note I put “evidence” in

you've heard. From whom? 
From everyone but a doctor— 
the only one who would be 
likely to find the cause of your 
itching and offer a remedy. 

Itching is no fun. In fact, it 
is sister to pain, When you 
have pain day after day you 
would surely run to your doc- 
tor for advice. You should do 
the same with an itch which 
holds on tenaciously. 

I can’t even offer an intellt- 
gent guess. So many condi- 
tions might be the cause of 
your trouble, And that’s your 
doctor's job to discover. I will 
give you some possible rea- 
sons. 

It may be simple. Your skin 
may be too dry from excessive 
bathing. You may have a low 
grade skin infection which 
does not make itself evident 
as sores or eruptions. Per- 
haps your skin is especially 
sensitive to soaps or deter- 
gents.

When he drives down- 
town, he sometimes forgets 
where he has parked his car 
and has trouble finding his 
way home again, He fell: in 
the bathroom over two years 
ago and he didn’t remember 
what happened. Shall he see 
his doctor?—Mrs. C. 

Comment. My advice comes 
in two parts.

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Satellite communications 


The Canadian telephone industry 
will take an active part in the develop- 
ment of domestic satellite communica- 
tions, K. V. Cox, president of the Tele- 
phone Association of Canada, said 
Monday. 


Addressing the opening session of the 
87th annual conference of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Cox, president of the New 
Brunswick Telephone Company, said: 
“Already Northern Blectric’s Research 
Laboratories are actively working on 
the development of an efficient ground 
station which would permit the provis- 
jon of communications services — in- 
cluding television — to isolated loca- 
tons in our Ganadian North within the 
next few years. Industry representa- 
tives are laying plans for future partici- 
pation by the industry in the creation 
of such satellite communications sys- 
tem.” 


“X communications satellite”, he 
continued, “is essentially a ‘microwave 
tower in the sky’. The telephone indus- 
try built Canada’s first continent- 
spanning microwave system eight years 
ago, and expects to play a positive role 
in the establishment of this latest ex- 
tension to the nation’s communica- 
tions facilities.” 


Growth is continuing at an even 
faster pace in the telephone industry, 
Mr. Cox reported, pointing out that the 
number of telephones in Canada during 
1965 increased by six per cent, from 
7,000,000 at the end of 1964 to 7,440,- 
000 at the end of last year. Total Jong 
distance messages in Canada exceeded 
300,000,000 in 1965, an increase of 
eight per cent over 1964. 

Construction expenditures by the 
member companies to expand and im- 
prove facilities increased by 10 per 
cent in 1965 to over $400,000,000 — 
slightly less than the entire construc- 
tion cost of the Columbia River Dams

“Not only in tele- 
communications but in almost any as- 
pect of human activity, the tempo of 
change has never been faster. The 
change going on about us — social, ec- 
onomic, political, scientific, cultural — 
has great impact upon this industry, 
just as the new and changing telecom- 
munications services that we offer open 
up new possibilities for the develop- 
ment of modern society.” 


Mr. Cox concluded, “It is my con- 
viction that, as a result of all these 
forces of change, we face a challenging, 
difficult but interesting future in a- 
chieving our objective of serving Cana- 
da responsibly and well.”

The first ten years of hovercraft 


It is not every decade that sees the 
birth of an entirely new form of surface 
transport, The “Hayershow '66”, held 
recently in Britain to mark the first ten 
years of progress in hovereraft — the 
brain-child of an Hnglishman, Christo- 
pher Cockerell—showed how far this 
new invention has now been deyeloped. 

And the degree of interest it is pro- 
voking across the world was demon- 
strated by the 4,000 commercial visit- 
ors from outside Britain who came to 
fee and talk over possibilities. These 
visitors included some 3800 naval and 
military experts as well, underlining the 
point that hovercraft have military as 
well as civil appication. 

The principle of hovercraft is 
Straightforward enough. If a cushion 
of air can be kept under a yehicle, it 
requires much less expenditure of en- 
ergy to move it about. Friction, such 
as between car tyre and tarmac road 
‘or between railway wheel and steel rail, 
virtually disappears. 

But, as in all new inventions, trans- 
lating the simple principle into work- 
ing hardware requires a good deal of 
technological ingenuity. This stage 
was accomplished some years ago and 
refinements in the flexible skirt, which 
retains the air pumped down under 
the vehicle, have led to marked im- 
proyements in efficiency. 

Varied Applications 

Technical development is now most- 
ly concentrating upon improving en- 
gine reliabili.y--cutting down the fre- 
quency of maintenance overhauls — 
and manoeuverability, 

Potential applications for the prin- 
ciple are pretty varied. At first the 
likeliest uses seemed to lie in “the out- 
back”, developing communications 
where none had existed before. Routes 
were proposed over land, water and ice: 


tundra was particularly popular and so 


were unnavigable rwers. 

The hovercraft’s ability to move 
without any kind of man-made track, 
over shallow water or none at all, over 
waves and gently undulating land, 
seemed particularly suited to these 
empty stretches of the earth’s surface. 

For survey work and military uses 
this certainly remains true. After 


_ trials and experience under service 


conditions in Borneo, the British army 
has ordered hovercraft to equip a full 
Squadron for troop and cargo ferrying 


functions. And orders haye also been ' 


placed for two new prototypes, a 75 
knot fast patrol boat and a logistic 
Support craft. 
Hovertrains 
But, for commercial purposes, it was 


_ quickly realized that financial success 


would lie on those routes where there 
was traffic potentially large enough to 
match the hovercraft’s speed and car- 
trying capacity and that, as in ship de- 
sign, the larger the hovercraft, the 
lower its unit carrying costs and the 
larger its profit potential. 

Thus the search for uses led back to 
those busy routes where hovercraft 
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Next to Bank of Montreal 


would have to compete with conven- 
tional forms of transport. 


Of these, marine routes are now 


firmly in the lead; short-sea and river 
estuary crossings, such as between the 
British mainland and the coastal is- 
Jands and across the Bnglish Channel. 
Fully commercial services have been 
run for several years now and another 
big step forward will be made next year 
when the first of the next generation 
hovercraft, the 160-ton SHN4, capable 
of carrying 500 passengers at a time 
or 250 passengers and 30 cars, will 
come into service, ’ 

The basic SRN 6, such as is now in 
service around the British coast or 
shuttling across San Francisco Bay be- 
tween the city’s two main airports, can 
carry 88 passengers or seven tons of 
freight. , 

But interest is also centering upon 
“hoyertrains’’, racing at over 300 miles 
per hour (400 k.p.h.) between cities a 
bare centimetre or so aboye special 
concrete tracks and powered either by 
the aero-engines that marine hover- 
craft use, or by new linear induction 
electric motors that British scientists 
have also been developing. 

Government Finance 

As with all craft based upon the “air 
cushion” principle, costs have to be 
kept down in line with competing 


forms of transport, or at least to be 
no higher than the extra speed war- 


rants. hae 
For hovertrains, it looks as though 

the most economic distance will be 

several hundred miles, such as in the 


Boston-New York-Washington urban —

The time when fully commercially 
developed hovertrain services will he- 
gin may still be some years away yet, 
whereas marine hovercraft are now a 
normal sight around the British and 
other coasts.
